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Harmonic Astrology | 


The Unfolding of the 
Individual Self

In the last issue of “AmertcAn ASTROLOGY” 
I discussed the meaning of the cross formed 
by the axis of a birth-chart in terms of the 
four basic modes of operation of man’s in- 
dividual being; intuition, feeling, sensation, 
thinking. The reader must be referred to 
the article for a complete definition of these 
words. I shall merely re-state that the hori- 
zontal axis (line of horizon at birth) refers 
to awareness (of self,—ascendant; and of 
others,—descendent), while the vertical axis 
is a symbol of concrete experience (subjective, 
as feeling— Imum Coeli; objective, as thought 
—Mid Heaven). Also I shall repeat that if 
the four quarters of space (of which each of 
the angles is the seed and significator) are 


considered as the four departments of the 


psychological life, the zodiacal signs filling in 
these sections of space (and especially those 
at the cusps) represent the type of materials, 
or life-qualities, to be dealt with in these de- 
partments; and the planets within these quart- 
ers,—the psychological agencies in charge of 
the departments. 

Thus we have in the birth-chart a space- 
pattern which is to use an old alchemical 
term, the “Signature” of the individual being; 
or, in modern parlance, the blue-print of the 
temple of his individual selfhood. Neither a 
temple nor a perfect vehicle for a fully de- 
veloped selfhood can be built in one day. 

e may however use Biblical symbolism and 
say “Destroy this temple and I shall raise it 
again in three days.” Only the ‘three days’ 
spoken of by Jesus in parable are not to be 
taken literally as cycles of revolution of the 
planet Earth around its axis, but as cycles of 
revolution of man’s individual Self around its 
spiritual axis during a life-time—the North 
pole of this axis being what the philosopher 
calls the Monad, the Father in Heaven; the 
Pole Star in every human Destiny. 

These cycles of revolution of the Self last 
each twenty-eight years. It follows that man 
iS not a completed being until he reaches the 
end of three cycles of twenty-eight years, that 


it, 84 years—a complete cycle of Uranus. This. 


may seem to conflict with the idea so often 
Stated that man’s true span of life is three 
score and ten years; but in fact the 14 years 
difference means merely that at a certain level 


of evolution part of the Self’s unfoldment 
cannot be finished on earth. 

The point which I wish to present here, for 
the first time publicly, is that this 28-year 
cycle can be plotted out on the birth-chart. In 
other words, the birth-chart is not only to be 
used as a space-pattern revealing the blue- 
print of the completed selfhood, but the time 
sequence of the operations of the building 
can be discovered also by starting from the 
Ascendant, the beginning of the building, and 
following along the circumstance of the chart 
in anti-clockwise motion. When the As- 
cendant is reached again the first cycle of 
28 years is closed, and the second begins until 
the year 56 is reached; then again until the 
year 84, which marks then the theoretical and 
symbolical completion of man’s inner temple. 
This is the end of what C. G. Jung calls the 
process of Individuation. 

However the temple may never be com- 
pleted, and in almost every case at present is 
not completed. Just the same, whether ful- 
filled or not, the curve of unfolding is there as 
a potentiality. Together with the blue-prints, 
the Great Architect (the God that dwells in 
the Pole Star, according to the Chinese) gives 
man a time-schedule of operation. The space 
structure is to be completed within a certain 
span of time, and the building operations are 
to proceed in a definite order: this part of 
the blue-print first, then that one, then the 
next, etc. The foundation, the first story and 
the second story including the great Dome 
covering all. Thus three periods: from physi- 
cal birth to the age of 28;—then from what 
ought to be the psychomental birth (28) to 
56—; finally, from this potential third or spiri- 
tual birth to the end (84). <a 

This corresponds to the age-old tradition 
that the nature of man is threefold: body, 
soul, spirit. Moreover the three great 28-year 
cycles from the true basis for the ancient idea 
of first-born, twice-born and thrice-born. But 
popular Brahmanism accelerated the occasion 
of the second birth for easily understandable, 
practical purposes. During the first 28 years, 
man perfects (theoretically always) his physi- 
cal-physiological body, or better, his race-self. 
He fulfills his ancestry and the past of his 
family and race. Then, he emerges as a new- 
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born individual self. Having discriminated, 
selected, rejected and chosen, out of what the 
past of mankind offered to him, the founda- 
tion for his own individuality, he builds on 
the foundation of this past (for every temple 
must have a foundation) the structure of his 
individual selfhood. 

Finally, if this structure is at all com- 
pleted, he reaches at the age of 56 the point 
where the universal Spirit is born within him 
—the third or spiritual birth. This is sym- 
bolized by the building of the dome of the 
temple—a replica of the vault of the sky, 
itself a symbol of the Universal Self, or God. 
When that also is completed man passes to 
other spheres; consciously and without loss of 
personal identity, if he has built for himself 
a ‘vehicle of immortality’. The first cycle sees 
potentially the completion of the body of 
earth; the second cycle, that of the body of 
sound; the third, that of the body of light. 
Out of the physical mother’s womb an organ- 
ism of flesh and bones is born. At the second 
birth, a Tone sounds forth, the Ishwara or 
Logos, the Voice of the God-Within. At the 
third birth Light pours upon the consecrated 
Self—as Wagner symbolizes it in the Grail 
consecration of the last act of “Parsifal.” 

Each cycle represents a complete revolution 
of the entire ‘pattern of selfhood,’ i.e. of the 
axis of the birth-chart. This symbolical revo- 
lution is timed in such a manner that every 
seven years one arm of the cross comes to 
the position which the succeeding one occupied 
originally. In other words, at the age of -7, 
the Ascendant comes to the position occupied 
at birth by the Jmum Coeli, the latter to that 
of the natal Descendant; etc. At 14, the As- 
cendant comes to the birth-position of the 
Descendant; at 21, of the Mid-Heaven. At 
28 it reaches its own natal position; and a 
second cycle begins, in the same way. 

Theoretically, it is the entire axial cross 
which rotates in 28 years. For practical pur- 
poses, the revolution of the Ascendant is 
usually the most valuable to study. For the 
ascendant symbolizes the very essence of self, 
man’s attitude and path toward himself. It 
represents that particular viewpoint on life, 
that particular quality of life of which the 
man, as an individual identity, is to be the 
representative. It is man’s standard of values 
as an individual self. Thus it is the very 
center of the whole consciousness. As it is 
seen to revolve throughout the 28-year cycle, 
one gets a most valuable graph of the se- 
quential unfoldment of man’s original or cen- 
tral attitude toward life. 

In the same manner, one can trace also with 
a great deal of value, the successive trans- 
formations of the three other basic points of 
consciousness. The change in man’s attitude 
toward others, toward the outer world in 
general, will be plotted out by the revolution 
of the Descendant. His fundamental attitude 


in thinking and feeling can be deduced from 
the symbolic motion of the vertical axis of 
the birth-chart. Extremely valuable indica- 
tions will be given in each case, provided one 
does not expect to find exact accuracy in 
terms of the occurrence of concrete events. 
In this entire discussion we do not deal with 
the mapping out of outer life-happenings, but 
with changes in the inner operation of the in- 
dividual self; that is, with changes of psy- 
chological points of view and of inner attitude 
toward the whole of life, subjective and ob- 
jective. These may be related to outer events; 
but, even then, what matters is the direction 
of the subjective changes rather than any 
exact date to which one might “pin it down.” 
The type of approach befitting an analysis of 
these cycles of unfolding is purely psychologi- 
cal. 

Such an analysis serves also to check up 
and interpret mathematically the general find- 
ings of psychology concerning the progressive 
development of the human psyche and of its 
functions or modes of activity. It also veri- 
fies the ancient ‘occult’ idea of the division, of 
human life into 7-year cycles, each of which 
marks the unfolding of one particular aspect 
of the individual’s character and means of 
self-expression. The first seven years see 
the development of the power of self-aware- 
ness, or intuition—as understood by C. G. 
Jung. The young child sees everything in 
terms of personality. It is hard for him to 
differentiate between objective and subjective, 
inanimate and animate; because he lives so 
completely in a subjective world. He has an 
‘intuition’ of things, rather than objective per- 
ceptions. He has not yet succumbed to the 
“heresy of separateness” which creates a 
chasm between subject and object (or other 
subjects,) between I and Thou. Thus the 
mystic, who strive to reach complete at-one- 
ment with the All, is urged to become again 
“as a little child”—a stage which is related 
theoretically to the period after the third 
birth, between 56 and 63. This first septenate 
corresponds also to the infancy of mankind, 
when man saw in every object a psychic en- 
tity or ‘spirit,’ when the wall between the un- 
seen (subjective) and the seen (objective) 
was almost non-existent. In a general sense 
it represents the type of approach to life 
called animism. 

From an analysis of the sign and degree 
ot the zodiac on the Ascendant—and secondar- 
ily on the cusps of the two succeeding houses, 
—one can get at the essence of the intuitional 
mode of operation of the native and one can 
also judge the way in which this intuition, 
this power of self-awareness, will unfold. The 
latter judgement will be made particularly 
from a study of the planets (or other astroli- 
gical symbolical points) which may be found 
in the first house. Planets in the second 
house will indicate hindrances in the way 0 
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the development of the intuition, which will 
either strengthen or destroy it. The contents 
of the third house will show how the outer 
expression of the faculty or function will take 
form. This, not only in a general sense, but 
in relation to the corresponding periods of the 
life, to be calculated exactly in the way I 
shall presently describe. 

In the chart which is taken as an illustra- 
tion, the chart of a woman of strong char- 
acter, of deep understanding and compassion, 
whose death concluded a noble and tragic life, 
we find the seventeenth degree of Scorpio ris- 
ing. Scorpio rising shows us that the aware- 
ness of Self came to the native through the 
exercise of creative power, in relation to 
emotional release, largely through sex and 
motherhood—which was truly the case. The 
symbol of the rising degree (according to 
Marc Jones) is: A woman is “great with 
child;” the remarkable thing is that she was 
impregnated by her own Spirit, her aspira- 
tion. It is said to indicate perfect cooperation 
between spiritual and material activities. This 
was also remarkably true of the native who 
had an unerring spiritual as well as material 
instinct, and who depended solely upon it in 
her behavior (self-impregnation symbolizes of 
course absolute spiritual self-reliance). 

As there is no planet in this first quarter of 
the chart, we might look to Mars, ruler of 
Scorpio, for some clue. Mars is the most 
elevated planet, and without so-called ‘bad’ as- 
pects. This leads us to believe that the in- 
tuition is most constructive and truly of a 
spiritual type (the Mid-Heaven being, in a 
sense, the point of the Spirit’s descent through 
the consciousness). Mars being close to the 
North Node emphasizes the great spiritual 
power inherent in the intuition. The symbol 
of Mar’s degree enchances the preceding: “As 
if in a@ moment of vision a man is seen 
possessed of two heads; both of these look 
out and beyond the shadows.” The conscious- 
ness is thus shown to function in two realms 
of being with great clarity. This reveals the 
fact that the native’s intuition was able to 
saerete in two realms and see Reality in 

oth. 

The fact that there are no planets in this 
first quarter of the chart indicates that this 
intuition is not to be built for the first time 
in this life. In other words, there is no 
problem about it. It is inborn. And the ex- 
pression thereof through outer means of com- 
munication is a matter of past acquisation. It 
refers to a process already gone through in 
the past—whether it be the past of the race 
or that of the reincarnating Self, as one may 
wish to believe. This is indicated by the pres- 
ence of the Part of Fortune (point of past 
integration) in the third house. Symbols as- 
sociated with both Part of house cusp en- 
hance this interpretation, stressing a strong 
response to cultural values. 


From the second quarter and the Imum 
Coeli, we can judge in the same manner the 
nature and unfoldment of the Feelings, es- 
pecially between the ages 7 and 14. The 
Neptunian-Piscean quality of the IJmum 
Coeli, and the undertone of challenge and 
combattiveness in the symbol of the degree: 
“A parade of West Point officers-in-the-mak- 
ing under the setting sun;” then the promi- 
nent place played by Neptune, related as it is 
to all the planets in the chart and especially 
conjunction Sun—all these indications lead 
one to assert that the feelings were of a 
deeply compassionate, universal nature, posi- 
tive and strong. They appear as the founda- 
tion of the great dramas of this life, with 
the element of militant sacrifice involved in 
them. They led indeed to the native’s self- 
undoing (South Node,) but back of their 
overgenerous use was a great purpose. 

More could be said by considering the posi- 
tions of Venus and Mercury, but this is only 
an illustration of method, not an exhaustive 
analysis. With the department of Sensation 
(that is, with the function which relates self 
to not-self, self to other selves) we get at 
the first crucial point of the native’s being. 
The faculty of “relationship to others” is 
strongly impulsed into being by the conjunc- 
tion Sun-Neptune-Pluto. We see here at 
work an unusual type of life-work, reaching 
to the boundless, influenced by race- ideas, 
challenging them through a peculiar, original 
philosophy (square Moon in IXth house). 
Compassion is the key-note (trine Jupiter and 
North Node—even Uranus); but not based 
on emotional vagueness, for Mars, North 
Node, Jupiter are dominating the thinking 
function in the mental sign of discrimination, 
Virgo. Thinking is forceful, aggressive, Mar- 
tian. On the basis of a peculiar, mystical 
type of sensation and awareness of others, 
strong thoughts are built, but involving seri- 
ous conflicts with the woman nature and the 
mother (which was correct indeed). 

The symbol of the Descendant is charac- 
tertistic: An imaginative battle between 
swords, the disciples of might, and torches, 
the disciples of enlightenment. This means a 
“struggle between the purely physical in- 
fluences of experience and the kindling in- 
spirations of higher being” (Marc Jones)— 
the struggle in this case being between phy- 
sical sensations of contact with other beings 
and the spiritual implications of Neptune- 
Sun-Jupiter aspects with regard to human 
relationship. The symbol of the Mid-Heaven 
degree: A merry-go-round in full action rep- 
resents the whirling of outer experiences and 
the plunge into this objectivity with Martian 
fearlessness. The mind is dynamic and not 
without apparent confusion. Jupiter in the 
Xth house shows the native’s life as ruled by 
a mental compulsion, by the fatality to have 
to discriminate. As both Jupiter and Uranus 
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are retrograde the outward manifestation, of 
the Unconscious must occur mainly through 
the Neptune-function. The strong cross of 
Saturn, Uranus, Venus would add much to 
‘these remarks if fully studied. It brings rest- 
lessness and tragedy to matters of the VIIth 
and XIth houses, with regard to marriage- 
partners and friends, that is, to everything 
pertaining to intimate or social relationships. 
From this we would say that the native’s past 
had been one of strong egocentricity but in a 
spiritual sense. From the reincarnation stand- 
point, she might have been in the past a sort 
of yogi indulging overmuch in the salvation 
of his soul through the deliberate use of the 
emotional and devotional approach. This at 
any rate would be the type of karma which 
this particular incarnation would tend to 
neutralize. 

Such an analysis gives us a structural time- 
less perspective, but now the question of see- 
ing this structure unfold in time comes to 
the fore. From birth to the age of seven, we 
have the development of intuition, self-aware- 
ness. From seven to fourteen, the feelings 
mature. By ‘feelings’ is meant, we must 
repeat once more, the direct judgments placed 
upon experiences on the basis -of the pre- 
viously unfolded awareness of self. The 


abstract self, intuitively apprehended, becomes 


around seven a concrete soul, or ego. This 
ego enables the child to have strongly sub- 
jective experiences. It is the age of creative- 
self-expression, aS every progressive educa- 
tor will tell (the Vth house period around 
the ages of nine and ten). The result of 
which is often illness, the crisis of puberty, at 
any rate (VIth house period). 

At 14, true contacts with the outer world 
begin. The objective world becomes separated 
definitely from the subjective. This means 
sexual development: facing the other sex, the 
enemy and the mate. This means fear, not 
knowing how to “fit in”, not feeling secure 
in a world that confronts you dangerously 
and with which somehow—but how?—one 
must become adjusted. At 21, mind, which 
had been maturing out of the play (or drama) 
of objective relationship, becomes consolidated 
by public life, by outer experience on the basis 
of social responsibility. Man comes of age. 

Then mind has to prove itself and to find 
its own ideals, its own friends. This is the 
XIT house stage. At the middle point of this 
7-year cycle, that is, at the age of twenty- 
four and a half (theoretically at least), man 
faces the great crisis of discrimination be- 
tween various types of ideals and compan- 
ions. He has to “make up his mind” about 
what he is going to be. Usually this deter- 
mines the nature and character of the “second 
birth” at 28; not however before a period of 
readjustment is passed through, perhaps at 
the cost of deep suffering, the XIIth house 
stage (around 26 and 27). 


What this second birth is to be depends on 
the results of the entire first 28-year cycle. 
The new cycle will see, like its predecessor, 
a progrssive differentiation and development 
of the four basic faculties of the Self and 
their sub-divisions; but now at the level of 
truly individual selfhood—if such level can 
at all be reached; which of course depends on 
what occurred during the first cycle (that of 
racial selfhood). Racial, individual, universal 
selfhood—three cycles; one certainty, and 
two potentialities. If the level of in- 
dividual selfhood is not reached, at least in 
seed, at 28, then the human being merely con- 
forms to the race-pattern of consciousness and 
goes on living as one among countless thou- 
sands. He is one of the thousands of seeds 
which drop to the ground, yet do not take 
root. 

This does not mean that a youth of 28 
will become a real individual; but that he be- 
gins then the stage of truly individual devel- 
opment. Before, he fulfilled the past (of his 
race, and of his own Self, if reincarnation is 
accepted). Now, he is building the present. 
After 56, he will mature and become the 
seeds of the future (of his race and of his 
own Self) ...If he can. The year 35 sees 
the revolving Ascendant at the Imum Coeli. 
This corresponds at a higher level (if the 
second birth is a success) to what occurred 
at the age of seven. From about 37 to 40 is 
again the stage of self-expression (Vth house 
stage) at this psycho-mental level. New ideas 
are born, new departures initiated; the truly 
individual work of the Destiny becomes clear. 
It will manifest objectively around the year 
42, when man again faces the outer world 
and his work. This is a turning point again; 
a new type of adjustment is demanded, often 
very hard to make. The psycho-analyst re- 
cruits most of his patients from such a period 
of life; because a definite mental psychological 
reorientation is imperative then. It is the 
“change of life,” the second puberty—a most 
interesting time, at least for the psychologist! 

Then comes 49, often the time of greatest 
social activity. Man becomes a power in hu- 
man society, on the basis of whatever indi- 
vidual accomplishment he can produce. At 
56, the third cycle begins. It is the time for 
man to face the Spirit, and perhaps to become 
transfigured by the Spirit—or by his Work. 
Man becomes orientated toward death or im- 
mortality. Death, if he has been unsuccessful; 
Immortality, if successful. In what, success- 
ful? In building his own vehicle of immor- 
tality. Which means one or more of three 
things: 

1) success in building a family and hav- 
ing become an “ancestor” whom his pos- 
terity will physically and psychologically 
perpetuate. For instance, the direct des- 
cendant to Confucius, by male descent, 
is now living, a young man—after close 
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to eighty generations, if I am not mis- 

taken. This is physio-psychological im- 

mortality. 

2) success in building a Work, which 
will be rememberéd generation after gen- 
eration. This is the case of all great 
geniuses in religion, art, literature, science, 
politics, 

3) success in building a “spiritual body” 
in which the Self may continue to func- 
tion consciously after death. This is 
spiritual immortality. 

It remains now for us to see how to de- 
termine the exact zodiacal position of the 
revolving axis in between the crucial seven- 
year milestones. For the sake of simplicity I 
will restrict myself to the consideration of 
the Ascendant, which, from the point of view 
of this present analysis, I will henceforth call 
the “Point of Self”, 

The Point of Self can thus be seen to re- 
volve around the wheel in 28 years, crossing 
every 7 years one of the angles of the chart. 
Its positions during the course of the 7-year 
subcycles can be determined by dividing the 
number of zodiacal degrees between the two 
angles considered by the number of months 
in seven years, ie. 84. The result gives the 
motion of the Point of Self for every month 
during this particular 7-year subcycle. In the 
chart which I am taking as an example the 
interval in degrees between the Ascendant 
(m16.1) and the Imum Coeli (3€5.30) is 
109° 29’. This divided by 84 gives 1°20’. 
The Point of Self will then move 1°20’ 
each month during the first seven years of 
the native’s life. However during the ages 
of 7 and 14 the motion will slow down be- 
cause the North-West quarter of the chart 
contains only 70° 31’. Thus, during this sec- 
ond 7-year cycle the Point of Self will move 
only 10 degrees each year, or 50’ per month. 
It is evident that during the third septenary 
the speed of motion will be the same as in 
the first, and during the fourth, as in the sec- 
ond. The same calculations apply whether 
the motion of the Mid-Heaven or that of the 
Ascendant (and their opposite points) are cal- 
culated. 

With these calculations performed we are 
then able to plot out more exactly the in- 
cidents of growth of the functions during the 
7-year periods, remembering always that we 
do not deal with events as such, but only in- 
sofar as they mark psychological changes and 
stages on the way of inner unfolding. Two 
factors can be considered with advantage: 1) 
the entrance of the Point of Self in every 
house, 2) the conjunctions, oppositions (and 
sometimes squares and trines) formed by the 
Point of Self and the planets or related sym- 
bols. This will become clear as we shall study 
briefly our method of interpretation by using 
our example chart. 

About the time the Point of Self passed 


over Neptune (before 15) the native met dif- 
ficulties in her home and was sent: from 
school to work in a pharmacy, helping to 
make prescriptions, etc. Some peculiar prob- 
lems of relationship were involved in this, 
and tension with the mother (square Moon). 
At this time the native had peculiar inner 
experiences. She saw before her inner vision 
all sorts of structures (squares, angles, cubes, 
geometrical forms) in motion in a strange 
world of color. This seems to have begun 
around the tenth year, when the Point of 
Self conjoined Venus in Aries. (The sym- ’ 
bol of the Venus degree is: A white triangle 
with golden wings, a sign of the archetypal 
reality of the soul, in potentiality rather than 
actuality). At the same time the Descendant 
(Point of Relationship) was in conjunction 
with Uranus; and Saturn squared the line of 
opposition Venus-Saturn. The native felt, 
later in her life, that had she been allowed to 
pursue her studies, her whole life might have 
been changed. 

The often broken, then renewed engage- 
ment with her first husband took place when 
the Point of Self passed over the Moon. She 
felt that a fatality pushed her to go on with 
this marriage which proved at once a tragedy. 
It came about when the Point of Self squared 
Neptune—a long trip to the tropics following 
the marriage (Neptune again). The first 


daughter’s conception took place two months 


before the age of 21l—the revolved Mid- 
Heaven being then square the Moon. The 
native’s mental condition was then very up- 
set, and the daughter proved later a source of 
great mental suffering. She was born as 
the Point of Self was midway between Mars 
and the North Node; her own rising sign 
being Virgo. A second daughter was con- 
ceived as the Point of Self conjoined Jupiter, 
and was born as it reached Uranus; a most 
exquisite girl, in every way extraordinary. 
The child died while in her fifth year and 
her death transformed the native’s conscious- 
ness. She became then deeply interested in 
theosophy and occultism;—which is all very 
significant considering the cross-aspects of 
the conjunction Jupiter-Uranus, both retro- 
grade. When a retrograde planet is in any 
way identified with a person in a chart, this 
person dies before, or leaves rather tragically, 
the native. 

A second marriage followed soon after the 
birth of the child, under very peculiar circum- 
stances. The Point of Self was sextile to the 
Moon and trine to the Part of Fortune. The 
native was emotionally stirred and the man 
was a strong Leo type (his Sun rather close 
to her Moon). The death of the second 
daughter, as already said, corresponded to a 
deep psychological transformation which was 
really a ‘second birth’. It occurred while the 
native was in her twenty-ninth year. Pre- 
viously, this daughter had unwittingly saved

her mother’s life in very tragic circumstances, 
just about as she was to reach the age of 28. 
(Point of Self square Moon—At death of 
daughter, opposition Neptune). A son had 
also been born as the Point of Self trined 
Saturn. 

The native and her second husband re- 
turned to her native country as the Point of 
Self was about to enter the second house (the 
house of atavism and inherited racial traits) ; 
from there on, they journeyed to America— 
under squares to Mars, Nodes and Jupiter. 
Some tense situations arose, in Paris and in 
America. The return to the tropics was 
worse; the Point of Self opposing Saturn and 
squaring Uranus and Venus. The husband’s 
jealous nature was intense and the native was 
at times almost a prisoner in her home. A 
second son was conceived and born as the 
Point of Self trined. respectively Mars and 
the Sun. 

The home situation which had grown in- 
tolerable was relieved dramatically. The na- 
tive and her children left for America, with- 
out the husband. America was reached just 
as the progressed Moon conjoined the Ascen- 
dant (sign of basic change in life-condition). 
A month afterward she met a man who was 
to affect deeply her life directly and _ in- 
directly. The trip began as the Point of Self 
reached the Part of Fortune and opposed the 
Moon. The meeting just mentioned occurred 
as this Point squared the Sun, and reached 
even deeper meaning under the square to 
Neptune. This degree (25 Aquarius) was 
the degree of this man’s Moon. His own 
Point of Self, at the time of their first meet- 
ing, was exactly in opposition to her Neptune; 
that is, his Point of Relationship (Descend- 
ant) conjunct to this Neptune. The entire 
psychological story is written here. 

Much occurred which it would be too long 
to narrate. The native passed through an in- 
tense emotional upheaval, in which other per- 
sons were involved, as her Point of Self 
opposed Mars (Point of Relationship con- 
junct Mars) which lasted, in an acute state, 
until after this Point came to the South 
Node. (Self-undoing through the feelings). 
When the Point of Self came to Venus, at the 
age of 38, she lost most of her possessions in 
two tragic instances (fire and theft), and also 
her husband, whom she was in the process of 
divorcing. A very complex situation was the 
result. At 40 a serious illness occurred as 
the Point of Self passed over Mercury (ruler 
of the VIIIth house of “Death”). It was 
caused by professional circumstances (Mer- 
cury ruled Xth house). At 42, after two ter- 
rible years (VIth house stage) she returned 
alone to visit her parents abroad. The trip 
was a long ordeal (square Moon in house 
of long journeys). She died in the country 
of her birth as the Point of Self entered 
Gemini and conjunction Pluto. She had 
reached the critical stage as this Point passed 


over Neptune. Death was caused by a sar- 
coma—which certainly comes well under the 
Sun-Neptune conjunction in Taurus. 

Thus the brief story of a life, in which 
practically no major turning point came which 
cannot be interpreted by the cyclic revolution 
of the Point of Self. 

The preceding analysis had to be restricted 
to a mention of experience which had strong 
psychological repercussions. A closer study 
would deal of course with these repercussions 
in themselves. Many more examples could be 
given and I shall welcome from all interested 
persons additional data, corroborations or 
criticisms. It is however to be noted that 
the accuracy of this method depends on that 
of the birth-moment—which involves the com- 
plex problem of exact rectification.

ARE WE CIVILIZED? 


In a prophetic article on page 2 of 
the July issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 
entitled “Universal Astrology,” Rose Camp- 
bell Starr called attention to the dangers 
incident to an over-emphasis of the mind 
or intellect and the necessity for a 
balanced development of mind, soul and 
body, if man is to be saved from self- 
destruction. ‘ 

To any one who considers this matter 
carefully, it must be evident that Miss Starr 
therein touched upon the most momentous 
problem that the World has to face today. 
We find that this is also the conviction of 
many World Leaders, and those who stand 
above the crowd can see farther than the 
average. It is interesting to note that in a 
recent public utterance Mussolini took oc- 
casion to make “a slashing attack” on mod- 
ern intellectualism and bluntly branded it 
as the real menace of modern civilization. 
Regardless of what motives we might im- 
pute to Il Duce, the facts expressed in the 
following words cannot be denied: 

“Rome built an empire with peasants. 
Her decadence began with the infection of 
Intellectuals from Greece and the East.” 
And he goes on to prophesy— 

“This century will see the end of the so- 
called Intellectuals.” 

A Review of the History of the Human 
Race over a period of approximately 12,000 
years establishes the fact that every civil- 
ization in the History of the world has 
been founded upon slavery,—the slavery of 
“Many” has ever granted the “Few” the 
leisure for the development of the Arts and 
Sciences, yet this Intellectual progress has 
ever inevitably led to moral and physical 
decadence and ultimate ruin, proving there- 
by beyond question that this is not the way 
that must be traveled. Every civilization 
has indeed marked an advance (intellec- 
tually) over each preceding cycle, yet 
seems to have also marked a proportion- 
ately greater decline in spiritual values. In 
other words it appears that with every step 
we take in this direction we are departing 
farther and farther from the true rath. 

Coming now to a consideration of our 
modern civilization, a general survey of the 
World conditions at the present time, and 
meditation upon the obvious trend of 


,” 


events, leads us inevitably to the conclusion 
that despite the stupendous achievements 
of modern science and the undeniable prog- 
gress of the World intellectually, yet is 
SOMETHING §lacking—something very 
important. The physical, emotional, moral 
and spiritual development of the Race has 
not kept pace with its intellectual develop- 
ment and today Man stands convicted by 
his own Reason—a creature with the 
Powers of a God and the instincts of a 
man-eating tiger. The Scientists—the 
Priests of Intellectualism—know this, for 
whatever else their faults may be, sclentists 
are not prone to self-deception, they are 
by nature, and training accustomed to fac- 
ing facts and from this point of view the 
following excerpt from a letter that reached 
our desk recently is most enlightening: 

“In the Smithsonian Institute, Dr. H . 
the Master Anthropologist, took me out in 
the hall where the skulls of every age are 
under a long glass case. Starting at the 
upper end he said—“This is the skull of a 
Java Ape-man”—“This is that of the Pilt- 
down”—“This is the Neanderthal,” etc., and 
coming to the last one, a beautifully pol- 
ished and perfect skull, he said, “And this is 
the. skull of the modern male European— 
the most lecherous, most _ treacherous, 
most superstitious, most murderous Beast 
that has ever reddened this earth with 
blood.” 

A terrible indictment—the more terrible 
because the facts of our present day civil- 
ization (so-called) compel us to admit that 
it is too terribly true—so—‘What now, lit- 
tle man—what now?” 

The Master Teacher some two thousand 
years ago, gave us the formula for a bal- 
anced life, but science has made some ser- 
ious inroads into Christian philosophy. It 
is to be feared that our heads are quite 
running away with our hearts and, “In 
Modern Christendom where can we find 
a Christian?” The Christ put his philos- 
ophy for a successful life in a few, simple 
and direct words that leave no doubt as to 
his meaning: “Seek ye first the Kingdom”— 
and—“Unless ye become as little children 
ye cannot enter the Kingdom”—finally— 
the “Kingdom of Heaven is within you”— 
there you have it—the “What”—“How” 
and “Where” of correct living. However, 
the fellow who keeps his heart in his pocket 
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or in a safety depoisit vault will have diffi- 
culty in understanding this philosophy, and 
so long as people are enslaved by the sel- 
fishness and greed born of Intellectualism 
and are driven by sheer necessity to bend 
all their thought and efforts to the purpose 
of securing a sufficiency of the common ne- 
cessities of Life to keep body and soul 
together, they are not going to have much 
time or energy left to devote to the de- 
velopment of either. There must inevitably 
be a compensatory “Return to Nature”’—to 
the simple life. Man must go back and 
gather up the loose ends. There is a lot of 
unfinished business here and Mother Na- 
ture will not be cheated, she has spent 
much time on the development of this phy- 
sical World and the “Instincts” inherent 
therein cannot be ignored nor can “Reason,” 
but these two must be wedded in the heart 
there to be transmuted by the alchemical 
power of love. Of this union is born “In- 
tuition.” Then those same instincts which 
have hitherto, under the direction of the 
mind, destroyed every social structure that 
has ever existed may become Ethical Prin- 
ciples and furnish the foundation for a true 
civilization that will not be destroyed. 
Reason will not then be the Master, nor 
will the Body be unduly exalted, but both 
will be the servants of the Heart, wherein, 
wholly unsuspected by the majority of man- 
kind, rests the sceptre of Spiritual Mastery 
and from which must proceed the true 
spiritual Kingdom. Only he who is spirit- 
ually (and emotionally) a Master can right- 
ly consider himself a Master over material 
conditions. 

We understand that there is in the 
World today a wide spread Movement and 
rapidly growing Organization, under the 
Leadership of one David Sturgis, which is 
devoted to the Spiritual Liberation of man- 
kind from the slavery of Intellectualism, 
which further employs the principle of Uni- 
versal Astrology as a means to that end.

It 
has also been my good fortune to con 
through Evangeline Adam’s “Bowl of 
Heaven.” 

In my humble opinion I would hand the 
palm to those of the older school. For in- 
stance, in Sibly’s book of over one thousand 
pages he takes the trouble to explain his 
every motion. 

my personal. theory is correct, and 
knowing that in the course of time we have 
improved in our knowledge of the stars 
(speaking from Astronomy), how were 
those ancient star-gazers able to make their 
observations? Knowing that they were 
handicapped in their complete understand- 
ing; knowing that some of the planets 
which the moderns use were little known 
of that time. 

Answer: So far as Modern and Ancient 
Astrologers are concerned I think the rela- 
tionship that exists here is much the same 
as that which exists between the Ancient 
and Modern exponent of any science. 
There is no question but that the Modern 
Astrologer is to be preferred, but please 
bear in mind that when I say “Modern” 
I am not referring to a person who though 
living today merely copies, or attempts to 
copy the methods and interpretations of 
the ancients. I am referring to a student 
who is genuinely modern in the sense of 
basing his conclusions upon the results of 
most recent research.

DIAGRAMS 


Question: How do you compare the old 
method of interpretation with the modern? 
Have there been any advantage in the cir- 
cular diagram from the square?: 

Answer: There is not so far as I know 
any particular advantage attached to either 
the round or square diagram. It is purely 
a matter of convenience and one will natur- 
ally use that form with which he is most 
familiar. 


ECLIPSES 


Question: How long does the effect of an 
eclipse last? 

Answer: I have long held to the opinion 
that the duration of an eclipse extends to 
the date of the next eclipse and as there 
are, as a rule, two eclipses of the Sun each 
year, this fixes the duration of an Eclipse 
at approximately six months. 

It was interesting to note that Charles 
E. Luntz, of the Theosophical School of 
Astrology, St. Louis, Mo., in his recently 
published work, “The Unit System of Judg- 
ing Planetary Influences,” also concurs in 
this opinion. We take the liberty of quot- 
ing Mr. Luntz as follows: 

“Eclipses are unquestionably of im- 
mense power and their influence ex- 
tends until the next Eclipse, when it 
ceases. ‘The writer finds no warrant 
for holding that its influence covers as 
many years as the Eclipse lasts hours. 
Such a notion appears to be purely 
fanciful. No one disputes that the in- 
fluence of a Lunation holds until the 


next Lunation. Eclipses are merely 

very powerful Lunations and a similar 

law should logically apply.”

Question: How will the eclipse of August 
affect my life? Birthdate August 19th, 1900. 

Answer: The eclipse of August 10th, 1934, 
occurs at 17/02 Leo. This is just about 
midway between your natal Mercury and 
Sun, but scarcely close enough to either 
to be particularly effective. It is closer to 
your progressed Venus. However, as all 
orbs are wide (for an eclipse) I would 
judge that the effect of this eclipse upon 
you life would be relatively minor, since 
you Leo planets are well aspected, the ulti- 
mate effect in any case would not be ad- 
verse, but would merely bring a major 
change in your circumstances. Since the 
changes precipitated by an eclipse are usu- 
ally so drastic they are often interpreted 
as adverse at the time of the event. Human 
consciousness naturally resists change. Yet 
Change and Life are almost synonymous 
terms. Pain is the result of resisting or 
going counter to the Life force, hence liv- 
ing is usually a painful experience. 


FEDERAL LAW 
Question: Is there any federal law against 


advertising Astrology in the papers, or us- 
ing the mails too for rendering such serv- 
ices, irrespective of the fact that one is or 
is NOT an Astrologer? Must one take a 
test, or draw out some kind of license? 
Have any of the several states any laws 
against it? Have seen many ads in smaller 
town papers on the subject—offering serv- 
ices on the sending of (generally) one 
dollar. 

Answer: There is no law, Federal or other- 
wise, that I know of that regulates the prac- 
tice of Astrology or the use of that word, 
with the possible exception of the State of 
Ohio, which I understand does license As- 
trology. This however, is purely a State 
regulation—not Federal. In fact on the 
Law Books of the Nation, Astrology is 
still classified with Fortune-telling and is 
considered by our legislators as a sort of: 
magic or mysticism. The true science of 
Astrology is not yet recognized and there 
may not be for some years to come. There 
is, of course, a Federal Law against using 
the Mails to defraud. 


GEOCENTRIC ASTROLOGY 


Tuning in the noise that Paul Counsil 
is making over what he calls the “New 
Geocentric Astrology,” we find plenty of 
reason to listen seriously. 

In the Tucker-Ritchie-Scott argument, 
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(AmeErRiIcAN AstTROLOGY, May, 1934, page 10), 

Dr. Ritchie-Scott defines what Astrology 
must do to be recognized as a science: 
“If ever Astrology is to be recog- 
nized as a science we must have it 
founded on demonstration or experi- 
mental facts which can be tested by 
any competent person, or upon obser- 
vations which can be repeated by any- 


Based on his brief exposition of the prin- 
ciple of Geocentric Birth Time in the CYC- 
LIC LOCALITY DIAL (as revised May 
14, 1934) and our own numerous tests of 
the principle, we find such a constant se- 
quence of positive demonstrations that we 
are strongly of the opinion that Mr. Coun- 
sil has discovered some system of mechan- 
istic astrology that substantially meets Dr. 
Ritchie-Scott’s demands upon Astrology. 
Certainly his final chart of President Roose- 
velt (revised as above noted) is the most 
convincing of any that has come to our 
attention, and any accredited text on “Di- 
rectional Astrology” would enable “any 
competent person” to forsee his election 
in this chart. However, there was an ob- 
viously definite and sustained upward trend 
in Mr. Roosevelt’s political fortunes over a 
long period of years. This direct knowledge 
must always be reckoned with as a possible 
influence tending to bias the judgment and 
invite the charge that it was a lucky guess 
in which, with only one of two to win, there 
was better than a 50/50 chance of being 
right. And so, bearing in mind the old 
saw that one swallow doesn’t make a sum- 
mer, let us try again. 

To meet in full Dr. Ritchie-Scott’s stipu- 
lations, Astrology must eliminate specula- 
tion and guesswork when they exceed the 
limits of what Science is willing to recog- 
nize as the element of “reasonable prob- 
ability”. Mr. Counsil’s system seems to 
demonstrate its conformity with this in his 
chart of Charles A. Lindbergh. In such a 
case of perpendicular rise from obscurity 
to the dizzy heights of a national hero, 
the world has a right to expect of Astrol- 
ogy a chart that substantiates this career 
through such of its literature that is strict- 
ly conformable with the literal definition 
of Science 4s “knowledge reduced to law 
and embodied in system”. In other words, 
Astrology must produce a chart of Mr. 
Lindbergh in which “anybody”, in posses- 
sion of an accredited astrological textbook, 
can discover its promises of the fame and 
high honors that came to him. 

In the Counsil chart of this otherwise 
utterly unaccountable career, directed on 
the pre-natal arc for his 26th year (Feb. 
4, 1927-28, the year of his Atlantic flight), 
we find Capricorn 23 on the MC, and the 
following planets in the given degrees of 
that sign: Moon 26:32, Mercury 24-27, Ju- 


piter 23:37, Sun 19:20, and Saturn 18:50. 
Two months after his birthday the Moon 
had preceded to conjunction with the 
“winged” Mercury, when doubtless the flight 
was planned; a month later (May, the 
month of the flight) the Moon conjoined 
Jupiter and the MC, thence going to a 
Lunation, and finally conjunct Saturn that 
gathered to him the material rewards of 
the achievement—all within the brief period 
of eight months after his birthday. It would 
be impossible to hand-pick a chain of as- 
pects that could be read more literally in 
the history that they made. The veriest 
tyro could not misread them. 

Now if any “competent person” at the 
end of 1902 had the same system of charts 
for all the male children born at Detroit 
during that year, the most rudimentary as- 
trological knowledge would enable him to 
select those (which would have been the 
only possible duplicates of this one) of 
Feb. 4th as having every promise of un- 
usually brilliant careers. Then would enter 
the element of “reasonably probability” of 
how each would work out. The elements 
here would be in the names inherited, en- 
vironment, and the general sociological 
state in which they must evolve. 

However, in so faithfully accounting for 
this most enigmatical career in a chart that 
“any competent person” can read, we may 
well leave the individuation of duplicate 
charts to future research. Meanwhile we 
congratulate Mr. Counsil on presenting the 
case for scientific astrology to general sci- 
ence in a way that certainly deserves a 
respectful hearing. 


HITLER 


At this writing the newspapers are glee- 
fully predicting the Downfall of Hitler and 
authorities innumerable are being quoted in 
support of this conclusion—quite an impos- 
ing array of proof it would seem—yet we 
strongly suspect that in this instance at 
least “the wish is father of the thought,” 


eand as a matter of fact, after studying Herr 


Hitlers Star Map we are forced to con- 
clude that there is really very little to sub- 
stantiate the conclusion that Germany’s 
Dictator is quite through—yet—on the con- 
trary it would appear rather that he is ac- 
tually just getting started on his real job. 
Uranus in transit over his natal Sun in 
June, 1934 (and again in March, 1935) could 
be expected to precipitate a Revolution (of 
sorts) and bring a sudden change in the 
course of his Destiny (Sun) but in consid- 
eration of the fact that this transit occurs 
within close orb of a trine to his natal 
Moon and Jupiter we could scarcely be 
justified in expecting from this a reversal 
of Fortune—an extraordinary advancement 
and increase of Power would seem to be 
more probable. 
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We are inclined to think that the Revo- 
lutionary development now in progress in 
Germany merely reveals the working out 
of a plan that was formulated by Hitler 
before he even took office—or was per- 
mitted to take office. That plan had for 
its ultimate objective the Restoration of the 
Hohenzollern Dynasty. It was only be- 
cause he pledged himself to restore the 
Monarchy that he won the approval and 
support of President Hindenburg who 
avowedly only held the government of Ger- 
many in trust for his Royal Master. 

In March, 1933, we published this opin- 
ion and forecasted the Restoration of the 
Monarchy in Germany as a result of Hit- 
ler’s rise to Power—see page 6 of the 
March, 1933, issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY. 
We have in the meantime frequently 
stressed the significance of Saturn close to 
the meridian in Hitler’s chart—that this 
was the signature of one who though he 
might occupy a position of great power 
and authority yet ever acts “under orders” 
from someone “higher up”—the instrument 
of an unseen “power behind the scenes”— 
see page 16 of the June, 1934, issue of 
AMERICAN AstTROLOGY (Saturn in Pisces 
—l0th house of Gemini). In the life 
of every such person there always comes 
a time when Fate comes to collect his debt 
—when he must choose—shall he deny his 
Christ? Those who refuse to live up to 
their bargain are ruthlessly destroyed. 

When we inquire into the probable iden- 
tity of the “unknown power” back of Hit- 
ler, our attention is focused upon the chart 
of a man born May 6th, 1882—The Crown 
Prince. Here we may find ample evidence 
of powerful support and complete under- 
standing. We shall expect a restoration of 
the Monarchy in Germany in the near fu- 
ture with Hitler giving quite a creditable 
imitation of his illustrious (or notorious— 
depending on your point of view) predes- 
cessor—“The Iron Chancellor”. The Crown 
Prince is due for a fulfillment of his am- 
bitions during the next seven ears, but 
with the advent of Uranus into Gemini he 
runs into some very bad weather and Hit- 
ler gets lost in a fog—tangled and hope- 
lessly enmeshed in a web of intrigue. Prior 
to that time a critical point in his career 
is marked by the square of the transiting 
Uranus to his natal Saturn during the 
spring months of 1938 

So far as the immediate future is con- 
cerned, having passed the milestone of July 
2nd, the greatest crisis will be met during 
October (about October 10th) but while 
this will be admittedly a dangerous cross- 
ing for Germany’s Dictator it can scarcely 
be construed as indicative of his downfall. 
On the contrary we shall expect him, at 
that time, to achieve a notable victory and 
experience a remarkable advancement of 


Fortune and increase of Power. Hitler is 
under powerful protection personally and 
should be able to successfully meet the ex- 
traordinary situations that will no doubt 
arise during 1934. 


HORARY ASTROLOGY 


Question: While I am somewhat skeptical 
about natal Astrology, I do not take any 
stock in so called Horary Astrology. I 
do not think it possible to phrase an event 
from the position of the planets at the 
asking of the question. If that were possi- 
ble a certain person knowing a little of 
the subject need only wait until he had a 
fair idea of the planets. One author (Old 
school) claims he was able to give a cor- 
rect answer to a gentleman inquirer who 
came to ask if he were going to marry a 
certain young lady who at the time was in- 
different to him and in favor of someone 
else. Another claims that he knew a cer- 
tain caller (who turned out to be George 
IV of England) was of noble birth. 

Answer: Horary Astrology has, I believe, 
a value, but much less so than is ordinarily 
ascribed to it. .I think that the positions 
of the planets at any given time have a def- 
inite significance as favoring events of a 
nature in harmony with the, then, prevail- 
ing planetary pattern, but I believe that a 
very high degree of intuitive power is re- 
quired to read a Horary chart and in at- 
tempting to apply a Horary figure to any 
individual we are necessarily limited to a 
very considerable extent by the Natal chart 
of that person. However, one may find 
valuable clues in a Horary chart which, if 
interpreted in the light of a Radical Fig- 
ure, may be of much assistance. 


HOUSES 


Question: My birth sign is Scorpio. In 
1931-1932 Saturn was in my 3rd house. In 
1933-1934 it is in my fourth. The next 
two years brings Saturn into my fifth house 
and .in 1937 it should be in my sixth. Sa- 
turn makes a complete revolution through 
the different signs in 29 years and returns 
to its original position in an individual’s 
personal horoscope. 

I was born Nov. 1, 1908, 7 P. M., Warsaw, 
Poland, and Saturn was in my eleventh 
house. In 1937 it should once more be in 
my eleventh house. But according to the 
Solar position of Saturn it would be in the 
sixth house for those born under the sign 
Scorpio. 

How could you reconcile these two po- 
sitions of Saturn, since they would be at 
the time in two different houses and how 
could you judge the ultimate effect? 

Answer: There is really no contradiction 
here, Saturn is in the fourth house of the 
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Solar Chart for Scorpio. It might be in 
any other house according to the hour of 
birth of the individual. Th solar position 
must be considered basic—an underlying or 
deeper urge—that is to say more generally 
individual and distinct from the personal 
tendencies indicated by the house position 
according to the hour of birth. For in- 
stance, in your case the solar position of 
Saturn in 1937 would be the sixth house, 
whereas your hour of birth would place it 
in your eleventh house. We would inter- 
pret this as being the basic or underlying 
sixth house condition manifesting through 
the eleventh house, thus linking the affairs 
of the two departments. The house posi- 
tion derived from the hour of birth might 
be considered relative to the Solar position 
as‘ more superficial, somewhat the same re- 
lationship as exists between the house and 
its foundations. 


I'LL BITE 


Question: Will you please tell me what 
this means: 

“To most people who have the as- 
pect of Sun squaring Neptune, I can 
not say what is evident in your chart, 
merely because you have a sextile of 
Neptune and the Sun at birth, which 
is not a common condition.” 

Answer: So far as I can figure out the 
above statement means exactly nothing. 


LUCK—? 


Question:'Is Jupiter or Neptune the God 
of Luck and chance? The Astrological 
book, KARMA, says that with a badly as- 
pected Neptune, especially if from the sec- 
ond or fifth house, betting on horse races 
and all games of chance are best left alone. 
Or if Neptune is in the tenth House af- 
flicted by a square or opposition of the 
Sun, Moon or. Venus, it is also bad for 
speculation. Unfortunately the writer did 
not say what “bad” planet should afflict 
Neptune, is it Saturn, Mars and Uranus or 
just the bad, bad Saturn? 

Answer: I am convinced that NEPTUNE 
is the planet of Luck—Jupiter is much 
over-rated—Jupiter usually brings an ex- 
cess of anything he contacts and for that 
reason may as frequently symbolize a lia- 
bility . 

I also believe PLUTO is very frequently 
a benefactor—a “Giver of Gifts”’—and is 
associated with material good fortune. In 
fact, I consider Pluto the “Santa Claus” of 
the solar system—of course, if you don’t 
happen to believe in Santa Claus—well— 
anyway this fellow Pluto demands much 
trust and FAITH—superficially he is most 
unattractive and promises nothing, but has 


been known to be most generous to those 
who put their trust in him—and BOW TO 
HIS WILL. However, he is an implacable 
creature and most uncompromising. 


MARRIAGE 


Question: Have made some notes in re- 
gards * marriage and paradoxical as it 
appear, I find those whose hymenial bliss 
is the happiest are from those having their 
signs in opposition such as: Aries, Libra; 
Virgo, Pisces; Capricorn and Cancer, etc, 
In general I have found that those whose 
houses were in quartile and sextile were 
not so harmonious. Also some others in 
which the houses were placed side by side. 

Answer: It is true, so far as I have ob- 
served that Marriage between Polar Op- 
posites,—opposite signs—is the most satis- 
factory. This, of course, is in direct con- 
tradiction of the ancient rules, but here is 
where Modern research proves the ancients 
to be wrong in their premises. 


It has been further observed that adja- 
cent signs do not harmonize and are in 
fact the most inharmonious of all com- 
binations. This is sufficient to account for 
the widely accepted opinion that “it is un- 
lucky to marry a person born in the same 
month as one’s self.” When we under- 
stand the real reason for this we can also 
account for frequent exceptions to the rule, 
since if the birthdates are sufficiently close, 
they might both fall in the same sign in 
which case the marriage might be _ har- 
monious. 


NEPTUNE 


A correspondent sends some _ valuable 
data as follows: 


“Wynn says he has never seen a pleas- 
ant effect come from Neptune. My own 
experiences seems to show that the transits 
of Neptune, in conjunction and in square 
with my natal Sun, have had very unpleas- 
ant effects. 

“T had the Sun in 8/25 Gemini, in the 
tenth house, and Neptune in 23/37 Taurus, 
near the M. C. in the tenth house. 

“In 1891, when Neptune was in conjunc- 
tion by transit with my natal Sun, my 
father was ill for a long time, and died 
in Aug., 1891, shortly after one of these 
conjunctions (there are several in each 
transit, as you know) and a period of hard 
times followed. 

“In the latter part of 1930, Neptune ap- 
proached the square to my natal Sun, an 
ever since then my employment has been 
sporadic, though I have worked for one 
employer, the Ford Motor Co. 

“In August, 1931, it arrived at Virgo, 5, 
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and I was laid off for four months. In 
Dec., 1931, it reached Virgo 8 and started 
to retrograde, and I went back to work 
again for eight months. At this time, how- 
ever, my wife and two of my boys came 
down with scarlet fever, the first serious 
illness we had had up to that time. An 
epidemic of diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
measles and chicken pox raged for several 
months in this neighborhood, the first ex- 
perience of this knd in this vicinity. That 
I have knowledge of. 

“During this retrogression of Neptune, it 
never got more than three degrees from 
Virgo 8 and my position was not very sat- 
isfactory. Things seemed to go wrong. 

“In August, 1932, Neptune reached Virgo 
9 and I was laid off again, and did not 
get back to work for seventeen months. 
During this period however Mrs was sta- 
tionary for a long time in Virgo, and Jupi- 
ter was also in transit through Virgo, which 
things may have added to Neptune’s effects 
for all I know. 

“In January, 1934, Neptune reached 12 
Virgo and started to recede again, and at 
this time I was reemployed at the Ford 
Motor Co. The employment lasted only 
three months, however, and on April 20th, 
without any warning whatsoever, I was 
laid off. (The whole department was shut 
down because the men had joined a labor 
union.) At that time Neptune had reached 
Virgo 9. About May 15th it started to 
go ahead again, I believe, away from Virgo 
9, and the men were called back. I re- 
ceived a card, but on account of a couple 
of days’ delay, I was not put to work. 
However, Neptune has now finally left 
Virgo 9 and I hope it won’t effect me any 
further in an unpleasant way. 

“During this last transit of my sensitive 
point, here’s what happened: Besides my 
losing my job, my mother died on April 
23rd out in Spokane, Washington, and I was 
not even able to go to the funeral. Also, 
the engine of my car suffered an internal 
smashup, which caused my delay in an- 
swering the Ford company’s card and fail- 
ure to get the job. 

“All these things may not have been 
due to the transits of Nentune, but it looks 
to me very much as though they had some- 
thing to do with the conditions which have 
affected me. 

“TI cite these effects of Neptune’s transits 
merely as a matter of interest to an As- 
trologer. As I understand it, the effects 
of Neptune are not very well known as yet.

NODES 


_ Question: Re: Nodes as symbols of rela- 
tionship, between charts. Does the contact 


have to be made by Radical Charts only 
and how many degrees are allowed for this 
also if the contact must be made by each 
chart? 

Answer: Naturally the contact of a Node 
with a radical planet is most effective and 
most permanent. A contact with a pro- 
gressed planet would no doubt, also be 
worthy of consideration, but the effect 
would be relatively temporary. 

So far as we have observed the orb is 
relatively wide, at least as much as the 
average orb for a planet—about 8 degrees. 

It is, of course, most powerful if the 
contact is made by the Nodes in both 
charts—this is merely a matter of degree. 

Question: There was a time that I actu- 
ally believed that the ‘““Moon’s Nodes” were 
the ancients name for Uranus, although I 
do not remember Sibly referring to that 
planet at all. 

Answer: I do not believe that the Nodes 
are necessarily associated with any particu- 
lar planet, but rather partake of the na- 
ture of the planet they may contact BY 
CONJUNCTION as Rudhyar expresses it 
—‘The Node is ‘ENSOULED’ by the 
planet.” However, the Nodes have, in my 
opinion, a separate significance, quite pecu- 
liar to them, I have made several refer- 
ences to these points in various issues of 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY and a very fine article 
on this subject by Rudhyar appeared in a 
recent issue. 


POWERFUL PLANETS 


Question: I wish to learn about the dig 
nity and power of a planet according to 
house—so far, what I’ve read teaches a 
planet is best angular, not so hot succeed- 
ent and floundering cadent. They say a 
planet cadent can do little GOOD and its 
malefic qualities are MAGNIFIED: why 
so? Seems to me through common rea- 
soning if it’s weak for good cadent, also 
and likewise why not weak for evil? And 
it follows that one angular would be just 
as relatively POWERFUL for GOOD OR 
BAD. What do you find “rules” in this 
line? 

Answer: The power or dignity of a planet 
by House as estimated by the Brother- 
hood of Light is as follows—giving each 
house in the order of preference, viz: I, 
10.7418 '38-S 273, & 6 

Quoting from our booklet “What They 
Means” (announcement of which appears 
in this issue): “As a factor in determining 
the course of the life, a planet in the sixth 
house would have much less power to help 
or hinder a person than if it were in the 
eighth house. If there are two planets in 
square aspect from the sixth to the eighth 
house, that one in the eighth house would 
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(so far as its house position was concerned) 
tend to dominate and ruin the effect of the 
one in the sixth house; and so on with all 
the planets. Take all these factors into 
consideration before deciding what the ef- 
fects of any given configuration shall be. 

With regard to the relative values of 
angular cadent and succeedent Houses, we 
cannot do better than recommend that you 
purchase from the Brotherhood of Light, 
P.O. Box 1525, Los Angeles, California., 
their manuscript on the “Mundane Houses” 
—Course II, Lesson 47, price 25c. This 
is the most complete and scientific exposi- 
tion of the subject of which we have any 
knowledge. 

We do not believe the houses in any way 
qualify the nature of a planet, by way of 
rendering its effects adverse or otherwise. 
The Houses merely relate to EXPRES- 
SION and determine the facility with which 
a planet may find expression through the 
personal environment. 


PLUTO 


Question: Has any work on Astrology 
been published giving Pluto’s influence? 

Answer: There is not, so far as we can 
ascertain at present, any published work on 
the interpretation of Pluto. This is quite 
easily understood in view of the fact that 
the discovery of this planet was relatively 
recent. However, if any reader has knowl- 
ege of such a work we would appreciate 
such information. 

We might call attention to several ref- 
erences to this planet in recent issues of 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, particularly that which 
appeared in connection with our General 
Forecast for Aquarius, page 13 of our Feb- 
ruary, 1934, issue.

Question: Can you give me any further 
information on Buying and Selling cycles? 
Have been very successful in the last three 
with the one ending in February. At that 
time I purchased North American Aviation 
paying 6%. 

Answer: The cycle which commenced 
February 24 ended March 18. That which 
commenced March 18 ended June 27, then 
we go on from June 27 to July 2lst. July 
21 to October 22 and from October 22 to 
November 11, etc. 

I have noticed that one cannot be cer- 
tain as to the direction of a move through- 
out any cycle without knowledge of the 
trend of the preceding cycle. On the dates 
given above the tendency is to reverse the 
trend and start a move in a direction op- 
posite to that of the preceding cycle.

Could anything more accurately, yet con- 
cisely express to the Astrological Student the 
effect of the radical, rebellious and altogether 


extraordinary planet, Uranus, in the sign gov- 
erning Financial matters? 

The inevitable query arises—What will be 
the ultimate result? 

We find a valuable clue in the intrinsic na- 
ture and basic correlations of the sign Taurus, 
which not only rules money currency and cur- 
rency standards, but also symbolizes the real 
fundation of all Wealth—Real Estate. 


When we use the term Real Estate, we are 
not referring to City Parks, suburban cottages 
or cemetery plots (these are ruled by Virgo), 
but productive land—Agricultural tracts—such 
as we find devoted to the production of grain, 
stock raising and also to some extent, mining, 
although mining (mountainous or rocky) 
country comes more directly under Capricorn. 


Referring to the last transit of Uranus 
through Taurus (1851 to 1858), first came the 
Gold Rush of 1849, which was not only in- 
strumental in finally establishing gold as a 
currency standard, but also served to re- 
awaken the pioneering instinct in humanity. 
The eyes of the East turned westward. Peo- 
ple become conscious of as yet undiscovered 
wealth in and beyond the trackless waste or 
mountain barrier. They began to realize the 
possibilities for greater freedom for develop- 
ment, progress, growth and _ individualistic 
achievement in those wide open spaces, un- 
trammelled by tradition. So we had the pic- 
ture of a constant stream of covered wagons 
blazing a trail over the American Continent 
to colonize the vast territory of the West and 
lay the foundations of an empire that was to 
eventually become known as the Wealthiest 
Nation on Earth. In this connection Two 
Headlines, which appeared in recent issues of 
the “New York Daily Mirror,’ acquire addi- 
tional significance on page 15 of this issue, 
for Thursday, July 5th, we find the following: 


“Land Values Due for a Rise.” 
Quoting further from this article we are in- 
formed, 

“That the greatest LAND BOOMS 
are approaching that may be world-wide 
in scope is the opinion of many econo- 
mists.” 

We cannot attempt to quote this article in 
full, although it is throughout the most inter- 
esting, and in our opinion instructive, regard- 
ing a probable trend of events in keeping with 
the transit of Uranus through Taurus. Those 
who wish to study this angle more thoroughly 
are referred to the article in question, and we 
might add that the Astrological Student who 
is interested primarily in the practical appli- 
cation of our Science cannot afford to ignore 
the findings of investigators in other fields of 
research. Such become of vast significance 
when they do happen to fit into the t’lanatary 
patterns, which in turn becomes a valuable aid 
to the accurate measurement and timing of the 
events thus forecasted. 
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Again on page 10 of the New York Mirror 
for Monday, June 25th, we find another state- 
ment of great importance: 

“Gold is seen—near its end. 

“There are various indications in reports 
from Europe that the Gold Standard is now 
near its end. 

“The most important of these indica- 
tions are the revolt that has developed in 
some of the Gold Standard Countries by 
Merchants and Industrialists against the 
Central Bank Systenis. 

“It is the Central Banks of Europe 
which naturally are the main defenders 
of the Gold Standard. 

“In Switzerland, for instance, there is a 
clamor for abandonment of the Gold 
Standard despite the fact that the gold 
coverage of that country’s Central Bank 
is exceptionally high. 

What, then, of the new (currency) we 
find a further suggestion in the same 
article.” 

“The United States (non-interest bear- 
ing) Note....issued on the suggestion of 
Abraham Lincoln on the trust which he 
placed in the advice given him by an old 
friend familiar with monetary methods.” 

“Simply a note of the government itself 

. which approached closer to a true 
currency than anything which the world 
had ever known before.” 

We have necessarily omitted much of the 
above article, but the reader is advised to 
secure a copy and read it all. It aontains much 
else worth of careful consideration. 

The net result would seem to be that we 
are led inevitably to the conclusion that Farm- 
ing Land, Rural Communities and Agricul- 
tural Sections are likely to represent the best 
possible investment during the next few years, 
that a great exodus from cities and other 
congested areas to more thinly populated sec- 
tions of the World is likely to bring about 
a marked decline in the value of urban and 
suburban property and by contrast a rapid and 
sensational development of Natural Re- 
sources. This may, as during the early years 
of the last century, lay the foundation for a 
future prosperity which it is hoped will be on 
a more universal scale. 

WRITTEN IN BLOOD 
Science Discovers the Four Elements of 
Astrology in the Blood Stream. 

Quotation from the New York Times. 
Date of May 10th, 1934. 

ONE TRAIT OF LIFE 

Tissues from Bodies Buried 5,000 Years 

Ago Found to Respond to 
Blood Test. 

ALL BELONG TO TYPE ‘B’ 
Egyptian People Still in This Class 
Today, Dr. Boyd Points Out to 
Anthropologists. 

“Egyptian mummies buried more 


than 5,000 years ago still display one 
of the manifestations characteristic of 
life, it was reported here yesterday be- 
fore the American Association of Phy- 
sical Anthropologists, at the American 
Museum of Natural History. 

This revelation of the measure of 
immortality of at least one of the traits 
of the living was made before the 
anthropologists by Dr. W. C. Boyd, of 
the Evans Memorial Hospital, Boston 
who has been experimenting with the 
blood groupings under which all hu- 
man beings are classified. 

Dr. Boyd reported on certain tests by 
which he was able to determine the 
blood groups of six out of seven Egyp- 
tian mummies studied, the tests being 
similar to those carried on in determin- 
ing the blood groupings of living per- 
sons, particularly in cases of blood 
transfusion and in establishing pater- 
nity. The age of the mummies ranged 
from the pre-Dynastic period, about 
3,000 B. C., to the beginning of the 
Christian Era. 

There are four principal blood groups 
known as groups “O,” “A,” “B,” and 
“AB.” When group “O” is mixed with 
a sample of either “A” or “B” aggluti- 
nation takes place. When “A” is added 
to “B,” or vice versa, the mixture also 
results in agglutination. The group 
“AB,” on the other hand, can be mixed 
with the other three groups without 
agglutinating. Samples of the same 
group do not agglutinate. 

It was found, Dr. Boyd reported, 
that in addition to blood-serum samples, 
the muscle tissue of an individual also 
shows the same characteristic reaction 
when mixed with an antagonistic sample 
of blood. It is this finding that enabled 
him to conduct his tests on the blood 
groupings of the mummies. 

Dr. Boyd started his tests with 
muscle tissue from bodies that had 
been dead only a few days or weeks, 
the tissue having been taken immedi- 
ately after death and kept in a state 
of preservation. Meeting with success 
in his preliminary “control” experi- 
ments he proceeded to apply his 
method to the muscle tissue of the 
mummies. 

He found, he reported, that the 
muscle tissue of the seven mummies 
tested difinitely reacted to the test in 
a characteristic fashion, six of them 
causing agglutination when mixed with 
samples of blood serum belonging to 
group “A.” From this he concluded 
that the six ancient Egyptians belonged 
to the blood group of “B,” since they 
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did not agglutinate when mixed with 
the “B” group samples. 

One of the interesting features of 
this discovery is the persistence of the 
blood group characteristic, it was 
pointed out. The modern Egyptians, 
it has been found, also belong to the 
“B” group. It also furnishes evidence 
that the blood groups existed at least 
as far back as 5,000 years ago, and 
points to the pertinacity with which 
a characteristic of life may cling to 
bodily tissue, under conditions of pre- 
servation, even for thousands of years 
after death.” 


Mr. Frank W. Biederman, P. O. Box 
722, Albuquerque, New Mexico, who sub- 
mitted the above, further suggests:—“‘Con- 
cerning attached clipping from the New 
York Times: Although the fact (if cor- 
rectly reported) that six out of seven of 
the mummy tests reacted alike show al- 
together too much coincidence and does 
not speak particularly well for the learned 
gentleman’s thoroughness of research. The 
well known fact that there are four dif- 
ferent types of blood should miake Astrol- 
ogers sit up and take notice: If the four 
elements, earth, air, water and fire mean 
anything at all, they must mean that there 
are accordingly four types of horoscopes 
and if those four types can be shown to 
have some relation to the four types of 
blood it would constitute more scientific 
evidence than any amount of successful 
prophecy. It would take some tact, time 
and probably money to get the facts, but 
this would be eminently worth while. Blood 
of the four types could be obtained from 
professional blood contributors at hospitals 
and the necessary birth data should not be 


difficult to obtain. If sufficiently attested 
data in sufficient quantity were obtained, 
then the Radiologists, Astronomers, phy- 
sicists and chemists could not refuse to take 
—_* no matter how thick their hides may 
e. 


Editors’ note:—We note with consider- 
able satisfaction—shall we say, relief—that 
Mr. Biederman said “Hides,” not “Heads.”

FOREWORD 


We will first consider an Astrological Event 
of major importance, namely the Annular 
Eclipse of the Sun, August 10th, which is 
preceded by a Partial Eclipse of the Moon. 
It is generally assumed that the effect of an 
Eclipse is felt only in those localities where 
the Eclipse is visible. There is, no doubt, 
sound reasons (based upon extended observa- 
tions) for this belief. However that may be, 
we personally incline to the opinion that an 
Eclipse is merely an unusually powerful con- 
junction (or opposition) of the Sun and 
Moon, and should be read as such. We be- 
lieve that the Lunar Eclipse must be con- 
sidered an accessory to the accompanying 
solar Eclipse, completing, as it were, the 
Archetype or pattern of a chain of causa- 
tion that is unfolded gradually over a period 
of approximately six months—up to the next 
solar Eclipse which, in turn, marks the com- 
mencement of a new cycle. 

With regard to the general effect of an 
Eclipse the following from Alan Leo is in 
our opinion most reasonable. Quoting from 
Leo’s Mundane Astrology, page 98 re: “The 
effect of Eclipses”— 

“The question of course arises as to 
whether the influence of the eclipsed Sun 
or Moon, considered quite apart from the 
other heavenly bodies and their aspects, 
really is always malefic. That it is so some- 
times seems beyond dispute; but it is pos- 
sible that.a more generalized statement of 
the case would bring the effects under the 
head of increased, intensified action. An 
increased strain of a mechanical gravita- 
tional kind is set up at the time of a total 
eclipse, and apparently the accompanying 
effects in vitality and in consciousness are 
intensified also. If that. which is subjected 
to this increased tension, whether a person 
or a community, is too weak at any one 
point to endure it, the result will neces- 
sarily be disastrous; like generating too 
much steam pressure in the boiler of an 
engine not strong enough to support it. The 
weakness is the real cause of the disaster; 
and if this is removed, if there is uniformly 
sound and strong material to bear the 
pressure, in any given case, more work will 
be done, and that more rapidly. This would 
be benefic in the long run, however alarm- 
ing the change might seem to one who was 
unprepared for it.” 

Granted then that we may interpret an 


Eclipse as an unusually powerful and greatly 
accentuated New or Full Moon with a cycle 
of effects lasting over a period of approxi- 
mately six months rather than just one month 
(as in the case of an ordinary Lunation), we 
may then arrive at a very good understanding 
of the general nature of an Eclipse by a 
consideration of the basic nature of a Lunar 
cycle. 

The Sun symbolizes pure energy—static un- 
formed, unmanifested and also by the same 
token, relatively unlimited. The principle of 
Form (Moon) through imposing Limitations 
permits manifestation, but the Sun symbolizes 
energy en-potentia—energy held in suspension 
—subjective power, energy (vitality) in re- 
serve. Thus a strong well-aspected Sun in a 
Natal Chart is usually indicative of a strong 
constitution—an abundance of reserve energy 
—high resistance power—which, however, 
tells us nothing of the actual Health condi- 
tions, symbolized by the Moon. There are 
people who are constantly ill yet live to a 
ripe old age—an indication of a good consti- 
tution (Sun) but a weak organic structure 
(Moon). Then there are others who enjoy 
excellent health, yet succumb to their first 
(often slight) illness—an indication of a good 
organic structure (Moon), but a_ basically 
weak constitution (Sun). 

The Moon symbolizes the form, medium 
(material substance) by which the solar en- 
ergy is limited, conditioned, transformed and 
permitted to manifest. Hence it (the Moon) 
becomes a symbol of energy in motion—force, 
strength, objective power, the degree of ma- 
terial manifestation or form of application 
for the Solar energy. Hence the angular re- 
lationship between the Sun and Moon at any 
time becomes the Key to Power—amount of 
Solar energy available for objective activity 
at that time, bearing in mind also that the 
Solar Power is at all times conditioned and 
limited (as to form of manifestation) by the 
Moon, and that the Sun can only express 
(consciously or in a practical way) to the 
degree and in the manner determined by 
the position and aspects of the Moon. : 

To digress for a moment from the main 
theme, we might call attention to the fact 
that this interpretation of the solar-lunar 
forces also throws a new light on the much 
doubted and, shall we say, much maligned, 
Part of Fortune. When we consider that 
the Part of Fortune bears the same relation 
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to the Ascendant as the Moon bears to the 
Sun, we may see that the Part of Fortune 
then becomes the reflection of the Personal 
Forces even as the Moon reflects the Solar 
energy, and that through the Part of Fortune 
the Personality (Ascendant) is limited, con- 
ditioned, transformed, focused, applied, etc., 
and thus the Part of Fortune becomes in 
fact the true point of contact with material 
Universe—the true focus of material con- 
sciousness. Archimedes, in his enthusiasm 
over the possibilities involved in multiplica- 
tion of power through the use of the lever, 
said, “Give me a standing place and I will 
move the world.” Here in the Part of For- 
tune we find our standing place—the fulcrum 
from which the Individual may, in fact, shift 
his Universe in accordance with his Will. 
The Part of Fortune at any moment indicates 
the true point of focus in the material Uni- 
verse for the powers symbolized by the Sun, 
and Moon. It is the Base of Operation, the 
Field of Activity, the conscious environment 
and material Home of the Spirit (Sun), hence 
is of purely mundane significance and is, no 
doubt, basically correlated with the Fourth 
House, even as the Moon, is higher octave. 
is correlated with the fourth sign—Cancer. If 
we would attempt to be more specific in this 
we might consider the Part of Fortune as 
the point of sense perception through which 
we experience both pleasure and pain—it is 
sometimes referred to as the point of Happi- 
ness—briefly the Point of Awareness—self- 
consciousness, etc., and following the analogy 
further we are forced to admit that only so 
much of the Personal Powers (Ascending 
sign) can express as may be permitted by 
the position (by sign and house) and as- 
pects of the Part of Fortune, which sym- 
bolizes the degree, manner and method of 
self-realization. Even the symbol of the 
Part of Fortune is suggestive of the magical 
powers (or rather forces) that may be re- 
leased through that point, as any student of 
occultism or magic will readily understand. 
Here in fact, we find the physical throne of 
the spirit, the Point of Material Mastery, also 
of self-immolation or crucifixion—through 
which Material (self) Mastery is attained. 

If we accept the above interpretation of 
the Sun, Moon, Ascendant and Part of For- 
tune as probably true then, it is reasonable to 
go further and assume that even as the Sun 
and Moon find a common, (material) focus 
in the Part of Fortune, so should the other 
planets by virtue of their relation to the 
Sun, and there should be a focal point for 
material manifestation for each of the planets 
which would bear the same angular relation 
to the Ascendant as the planet bears to the 
Sun. Ancient Astrologers did use such mun- 
dane points which were named according to 
the nature of the planet corresponding thereto, 
but we are not aware that any explanation or 


rationale thereof has ever been brought forth 









and these parts or mundane (reaction) points 
have passed in discard during recent years. 
We believe that they may be well worthy of 
serious consideration and certainly do at 
least merit careful investigation. 

Volumes might be written along this line, 
but we have achieved our purpose if we have 
gone far enough to suggest to our readers a 
fruitful line of research. In the meantime, 
we have departed considerably from our main 
theme, which is specifically that of the basic 
significance of a Lunar Cycle as a key to the 
general significance of a Solar or Lunar 
Eclipse. 

As stated above, the solar forces are re- 
leased by the Moon, which provides a form 
for the manifestation and the angular rela- 
tionship existing at any moment between the 
Sun and Moon symbolizes the degree, form, 
manner, method and direction of this release 
or manifestation. 

One complete Lunar cycle symbolizing a 
complete cycle of manifestation which is in 
turn subdivided into two subcycles of evolu- 
tion and involution symbolized by the in- 
creasing and decreasing Moon respectively; 
the New Moon (Lunation) symbolizing the 
highest degree of (complete) involution of 
the Solar forces and the Full Moon symboliz- 
ing the highest degree of (complete) evolu- 
tion—fullest manifestation—of the solar 
force; thus the form of the future is con- 
ceived at the New Moon (conjunction) and 
is brought to birth—full and complete mani- 
festation—at the Full Moon (opposition). 

The decreasing light of the Moon (from the 
Full to the New) symbolizes an indrawing 
(involution) of the Solar energy from the 
objective World of Form—a process analo- 
gous to the recharging of an Electric Battery. 
The energy thus withdrawn is accumulated in 
ever increasing potentia (voltage) to be again 
released and used during the following period 
of evolution—from the New to the Full. 

As the Vital (solar) energy is withdrawn 
during the period of involution, the spiritual 
(vital) potentia of living forms and human 
affairs increases, but the physical and ma- 
terial forms, enterprises, etc., become cor- 
respondingly devitalized. This explains why 
the physical bodies and enterprises of Man 
weaken and tend to become inactive with the 
waning Moon. As a matter of fact, this is 
not due to the lack of inherent Power, but 
rather is it due to the fact that these powers 
and abilities become less and less objective 
(manifest) as the Moon decreases in light, 
the interest in objective existence decreases, 
the focus of consciousness is turned inward— 
a form of introversion. Whereas with the 
increasing Moon the consciousness is turned 
gradually outward and seeks more and more 
objective existence — manifestation — action — 
freedom for expression. It is curious to 
note in this connection that statistics have 
established the fact that the majority of 
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prison-breaks occur at the Full Moon, clearly 
illustrating the stimulating effect of an in- 
creasing Moon on Human consciousness and 
Temperament, and establishing the fact that 
the urge to Freedom—self-expression and ob- 
jective existence—is indeed at its peak at the 
time of a Full Moon. 

This also accounts for the fact that indi- 
viduals born at the time of a New Moon are 
so often impractical, idealistic, physically 
(constitutionally) weak, apparently devitalized 
physically, inactive, disinclined to physical 
(manual) labor, lacking in force (Dynamic 
energy) and often short-lived, as the Solar 
energy is almost wholly withdrawn from 
the physical, their bodies lack vitality and 
quickly break down under any form of hard- 
ships or abuse, but the principal cause is 
neglect and that they more often do not 
even have sufficient interest in objective 
existence to want to live long. The “Will 
to live” is not there. Such people are 
markedly introvert—though they may live a 
life rich in subjective experience, since the 
consciousness is almost wholly subjective. 
Particularly is this true if the Birth just pre- 
cedes the Lunation (Part of Fortune in the 
twelfth house) and less so if the Birth just 
follows the Lunation (Part of Fortune in 
the First House). However in any case 
when a birth occurs at the time of a Luna- 
tion and generally speaking while the Moon 
is decreasing in light and past the Second 
quarter the person so born is snusually lack- 
ing in social consciousness, may, in fact, be 
selfish and ego-centric to an extreme—de- 
pending on the solar aspects. Carter quite 
aptly speaks of these people as “whole-hog- 
gers,” but in any case such a person is as a 
rule a strong individualist, yet dislikes com- 
petition, shuns competitive business life and is 
usually quite indifferent to the affairs, opinions 
or welfare of other Individuals. He is a 
theorist and idealist and will lack in in- 
terest or enthusiasm for physical (Material) 
achievement but, to a corresponding degree, 
possesses a large measure of latent energy 
and ability. Such a person may be very re- 
sourceful in an emergency but with him 
spiritual or (if undeveloped) purely personal 
(possibly selfish) purposes will usually out- 
weigh the purely practical or social considera- 
tions of a work-a-day world. The greatest 
danger for such a person is that he may en- 
tirely neglect his physical body and the 
practical necessities of life—get lost in the 
clouds of subjective speculation and dreams 
and die of starvation. Such people in ex- 
treme cases may become so bound up in 
themselves and their own subjective inter- 
ests that they may even forget to eat. 

In the person born at the Full Moon we 
find the extreme opposite—a person strongly 
vitalized (physically), forceful, active, practi- 
cal, markedly “extrovert,” keenly interested 
in objective existence, alive to the interests 





and welfare of others, vividly conscious of the 
weight and value of public opinion—a well 
developed social consciousness, likes compe- 
tition, strife, the thrill of battle, and is drawn 
to competitive business life. With such people 
Practical considerations far outweigh any ab- 
stract or purely spiritual (or philosophical) 
purpose. Their greatest danger is that the 
material consciousness, form or organization 
for manifestation may entirely shut out the 
spiritual, blind them to spiritual value and 
cause them to quite lose sight of the real 
purpose of their activities, 

It may be said that the above interpreta- 
tion of the Lunar Cycle applies also to all 
planetary cycles and the distance of any 
planet from the Sun is the measure of that 
planet’s objectivity, but in addition to the 
Zodiacal angles as a measure of power there 
is yet another form of relationship that can 
exist between any two planets or any planet 
and the Sun, namely “Declination,” which is 
the distance of any planet North or South 
of the Equator. Two planets having the 
same declination are said to be in Parallel 
aspect, which is briefly an aspect of intensity 
or concentration. It is somewhat similar to a 
conjunction, yet differs therefrom in this, that 
whereas a conjunction symbolizes an increase 
of power a parallel does not increase the 
potential power of the planets nor does it 
qualify their action but operates rather in 
the timing of an aspect—it intensifies the 
energy to the point of action by bringing 
it to a focus. Two planets may aspect each 
other through a definite angular relationship 
in the Zodiac, but it is not until they parallel 
each other that their joint energy reaches the 
requisite aad intensity (degree of focaliza- 
tion) to produce action. This also applies to 
the Aspects between the Sun and Moon and 
is sufficient to explain why an eclipse is usu- 
ally so drastic in effect. Naturally if the 
parallel precedes or follows the aspect by a 
time interval of any considerable extent, the 
aspect thus brought into manifestation will be 
relatively weak, hence the effect will not be so 
pronounced, but in order to have a solar or 
lunar eclipse, the conjunction (or opposition) 
of the Sun and Moon must take place when 
the Sun and Moon are close to the Moon’s 
(north or south) node, at which point the 
Moon’s path. intersects the Sun’s path and 
therefore when the Sun and Moon conjoin 
or oppose each other at this point they must 
also at the same time be in parallel aspect 
which, as explained above, focalises and in- 
tensifies the Solar-Lunar force to point of 
action at the time of their maximum power. 

An interpretation of the general tendencies - 
of the Lunar Eclipse of July 26th and the 
Solar Eclipse of August 10th will be found in 
the weekly analysis (of aspects) which fol- 
low, but at this time we may point out that 
the Sensitive points for the Lunar Eclipse 
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seem to be the Central States of U. S. A. and 
also in the vicinity of the British Isles—Ire- 
land in particular—all localities near the 
Greenwich Meridian seem to be danger points. 
This takes in also Spain and Portugal. 

The Solar Eclipse seems to be focused over 
the Balkans and will also be a potent in- 
fluence in the Far East—South Eastern China. 

It is furthermore worthy of note that the 
cyclic chart of U. S. A. for August brings 
Saturn to the Ascendant at the time that it 
is emphasized by the August Eclipse which 
will, no doubt, act as a very depressing in- 
fluence upon Public Consciousness in this 
country. Strikes and Labor Riots may cause 
a general paralysis of Industry, so that this 
may well mark a National Crisis with the en- 
tire structure for National Recovery in immi- 
nent danger of collapse. This could mani- 
fest as a National Tragedy and, at the very 
least, a grave situation indeed. Events of Na- 
tional significance and of a sort that try the 
very souls of men are likely to come out of 
this, and this seems to be further borne out 
by the fact that the Eclipse takes place in 
close opposition to the National Moon (18 
Aquarius) with Saturn, therefore emphasized 
directly in the department of government. 
Since the Moon is the spiritual Ruler of U. 
S. A. (Ruler of the Sun Sign of the Na- 
tion), and also governs directly the depart- 
ment of Public Finance and Internal Econo- 
mic affairs, what this Eclipse may do to the 
National Finance and Public money may well 
be imagined. It certainly looks like a monu- 
mental failure—if not immediately, then it 
certainly augurs ill for any new financial 
program that might be launched at this time.

VENUS IN LEO 
August 17th to September 10th 


Venus is always symbolical of the World 
in Love and never more so than when in 
transit through Leo, “the Great Lover.” 
Our Emotional Experiences, Affairs of the 
Heart and Social Activities are however 
likely to be more than a little tragic when 
Venus opposes Saturn, September 5th. 
There would appear to be a rather heavy 
Price attached to any favors received at 





that time. This will afford an opportunity 
to return “Good for Evil” and only those 
who can enjoy such an experience are like- 
ly to get any satisfacfaction out of the situ- 
ations that will then arise. Friends will 
prove unreliable. Disappointments in Love 
and Broken Hearts will, no doubt, be the 
least of human woes. The effect upon 
BUSINESS (general and individual) is fike- 
ly to be DEPRESSING and FINANCIAL

MERCURY IN LEO 
August 10th to August 24th 


Mercury as the ruler of INTELLEC- 
TUAL AFFAIRS (Correspondence, Legal 
Papers, Speech, Writings, Documents of all 
kinds, also Journeys), is likely to prove an 
unreliable guide during this period and we 
would advise much cantion in all such mat- 
ters. The INTELLECTUAL URGES and 
Mental Faculties of men are likely to be 
dominated by a SPORTING instinct. 
There will be a tendency to look upon Life 
as a Game of Chance only to learn the bit- 
ter lesson that the Dice of Fate are always 
loaded. Reason was given to Man that he 
might have an even break in the Game of 
Life. In this rests his only hope of win- 
ning. He who voluntarily permits Reason 
to abdicate and trusts only to luck accepts 
a fearful risk and without any chance of 
success.

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MERCURY IN VIRGO 
August 25th to September 9th 


A detailed analysis of the general nature 
of this transit will be found on page 10 
and 11 of the September, 1933, issue of 
AMERICAN AstTROLOGY. The aspects dur- 
ing this present transit are also quite 
similar to that of 1933, with the exception 
that Uranus now in Taurus receives the 
trine of Mercury from Virgo rather than 
from Leo as was the case last year when 
Uranus was in Aries. 


ASPECTS 
FIRST WEEK 


July 26th to August 2nd 


Sun—A partial Eclipse of the Moon, July 
26th, on a cross with Uranus is likely to 
add a peculiar emphasis to the Uranian in- 
fluence during this week. 

The general tendency (without reference 
to any specific locality) will be to bring 
into prominence an eccentric Public Char- 
acter, who will be a focus through whom 
may proceed much bitter public criticism 
of the “Powers that Be.” A Lawless an- 


archistic and most destructive influence that 
threatens a sudden and disastrous reversal 
of fortune to those in positions of power 


and authority. It threatens the professional 
enterprises and credit of individuals and 
groups and specifically such as may, up to 
this time, be in control. Sensational develop- 
ments in governmental circles are indicated. 
Politically, it threatens the overthrow of a 
government. We shall, no doubt, witness 
the collapse of structures and organizations 
from extraordinary causes and under most 
unusual circumstances. Strange dangers 
beset those who venture above the plane 
of the average or in high altitudes. This 
is a configuration which could be expected 
to produce an earthquake in any locality 
liable to seismic disturbances and which 
may be directly influenced by the Eclipse, 
and among other events this month of Aug- 
ust will probably mark the Death of a 
King or other Ruler, or Social Leader, 
probably by accident or violence in some 
form, otherwise in quite a sudden and ex- 
traordinary manner. 

On the Markets of the World there will, 
no doubt, be a sudden and complete re- 
versal of trend with sharply declining prices 
and values due probably to political trou- 
bles which may seriously damage national 
credit. 

Mars—Mars sextile Neptune provides op- 
portunities for improvement of the living 
and working conditions of the people. It 
should benefit the laboring classes and also 
Public Health. Increased and constructive 
activity—new developments—in connection 
with Real Estate, Mines, the Building 


trades, Agriculture, etc. Weather mild, but 
rainy. For a general analysis of Mars in 
harmonious aspect to Neptune the reader 
is also referred to page 25 of the June, 
1934, issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY. 

Venus—A conjunction of Venus and Mars 
in the tenth House sign of Venus is indica- 
tive of an event of special significance, in- 
volving people of high position, power and 
authority, social leaders, governing bodies 
and national credit. This could be a public 
ceremonial or an international alliance, but 
whatever the form, it appears to be an ill- 
starred union of positive and negative 
forces and under the influence of an ap- 
proaching square of both planets to Jupiter 
this could culminate in a public scandal and 
do considerable damage to those involved. 
This is a configuration that damages credit 
(national or individual); it may precipitate 
unwise and extravagant legislation. Those 
in authority are inclined to be guided by 
their emotions to their detriment and with 
consequent loss of power and prestige. 
There is an inclination on the part of in- 
dividuals to engage in extravagant profes- 
sional ventures. 

Mercury—Mercury square Jupiter may be 
a very helpful aspect in the realm of Art, 
Literature (imagination), Drama, Music, Re- 
ligion, etc., but in the more purely practical, 
materialistic or economic affairs of Life, the 
Messenger of the Gods in affliction with 
Jupiter is quite an unreliable guide. 

This is an aspect that inclines to charges 
and counter-charges of libel, slander, fraud 
and dishonesty. There is a pronounced ten- 
dency to talk too much and to the wrong 
person and as Mercury is now in its own 
second House sign, this will apply particu- 
larly to discussions that concern financial 
matters and business affairs. It behooves 
everyone to guard his speech and writings 
carefully during this week and it would also 
be advisable to discount considerably any 
information received (regarding business 
matters), also to exercise unusual caution 
and prudence in regard to business mat- 
ters and particularly with regard to finan- 
cial papers. 

Mercury square Jupiter when not delib- 
erately untruthful is, as a rule, quite mud- 
dled and forgetful of details and prone to 
exaggerate. Facts unadorned appear to 
him dull and uninteresting, so he is prone 
to draw upon his resources of a fertile 
imagination to supply what he considers to 
be the total requirements of “a good story” 
—or a good sales talk. Again we feel jus- 
tified in repeating that old saying so import- 
ant to remember at this time—‘“Figures can’t 
lie—but liars can figure.” Mercury in his 
natural second house is likely to be quite 
busily engaged with financial figures and 
what Mercury in this department square 
Jupiter cannot do with a set of books is 
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not worth mentioning. The fact that Jupiter 
brings a fifth house influence into the pic- 
ture may stimulate speculation to a high 
degree. 

Publicly this week may bring sensational 
disclosures involving Financial Institutions, 
Bank, etc., and there is a danger of im- 
prudent ill-founded decisions regarding cur- 
rency problems and questions of Internal 
Revenue—Taxes, etc. This is the sort of 
configuration that permits the public to be- 
come rich in paper profits. The Bond Mar- 
ket in particular is likely to be greatly 
stimulated, but they will be wise who in- 
vest their money in tangible commodities. 
There seems to be a vast amount of waste 
paper available, but regardless what may be 
painted thereon it is still just paper and the 
value of it exists only in the mind of the 
man who sells it. The prices he may get 
for it depends entirely on the facility with 
which he can communicate that idea to the 
other fellow—His selling ability—which, 
however, does not make it one whit more 
valuable to the man who buys. 


SECOND WEEK 
August 2nd to August 10th 


Sun—We find no important Solar aspect 
completed this week, but an approaching 
sextile of the Sun to Jupiter (August 11th) 
may serve to harmonize the situation con- 
siderably and bring much improvement in 
general conditions—a more hopeful and op- 
timistic feeling will, no doubt, prevail. For 
a clearly complete analysis of the general 
tendency of the Sun in harmonious aspect 
with Jupiter, the Reader is referred to page 
24 of the June, 1934, issue of AMERICAN 
AstroLocy. At this time the optimistic in- 
fluence of Jupiter will, no doubt, manifest 
directly through that department which 
governs Lines of Transportation or Com- 
munication and the Press—also the Postal 
Department. We may therefore expect 
new and favorable developments involving 
these matters. Such activities—individually 
or nationally—are much favored. 

Mars—Mars forms no aspects this week. 

Venus—Here is where the poor girl 
(Venus) busts right out crying—rainy 
weather. It cannot be said that Venus 
square Jupiter necessarily implies a lack of 
harmony; on the contrary it might be bet- 
ter for all concerned if there was less har- 
mony. This looks like a mutual admiration 
society. “The ayes have it,” but the fellow 
who says “no” and sticks to it will come 
out winner in the end. “Who’s afraid of 
the Big Bad Wolf?” with the public under 
the expansive ray of Jupiter that gives an 
undying hope in the future and a happy- 
faculty for ignoring facts, however, impres- 
sive or unpromising and with Public 
Leaders in a most paternal mood under the 
influence of Venus in Cancer—willing to do 


or to give almost anything in the interests 
of Peace. What an ideal situation for blow- 
ing bubbles. There are always pessimists 
who believe in selling the public short and 
this type of trader is likely to cash in big 
on this deal. For it must be admitted that 
there appears to be mighty little substance 
(in fact) back of all this pretty picture of 
Prosperity; facts look very attractive when 
blown up in this way, but however great 
their elasticity there is always a point be- 
yond which the tensile strength cannot 
hold, then the whole beautiful structure dis- 
appears with a bang and even what little 
fabric there may have been originally is 
also gone. 

Mercury—Now just what particular kind 
of a dish is this, which Mercury and Pluto 
are going to serve up, when they get to- 
gether around August 6th? 

Pluto starts talking—talking business—of 
all things—what on earth does he know 
about business? Believe, me, my friends, 
this fellow Pluto knows plenty about 
business, a veritable horse trader and 
this is when he drives one of his famous 


‘“hard bargains.” Those who fell for that 


optimist (Jupiter) during the past week can 
now count their losses. Those who were 
wise and postponed decision until now can 
“set the darned thing for nothing.” 

Publicly, this will, no doubt, manifest as 
a tendency on the part of the Public to 
“cash in”’—take profits if any—and it may 
also bring some rather unwelcome news re- 
garding Taxation or Internal Revenue, for 
which some difficulty regarding Inter- 
national Finance may be directly respon- 
sible. This is when good business deals 
die right on our hands. Of course Pluto is 
also the planet of regeneration and rebirth 
so the proposition may come to life again— 
after awhile—but for the time being it is 
dead— shall we say, in a state of suspended 
animation—and nothing is to be gained by 
forcing the issue at this time. The less 
discussion of financial matters the better, 
just now. It may be that a seed of future 
profits is sown—since it is true that noth- 
ing is ever really annihilated—but in that 
case it must have time to grow—plenty of 
time. The nervous impatient type of gard- 
ener who digs up the seeds every day to 
see if they are sprouting usually ends up in 
buying his cabbage at the store. 

This might coincide with a notable death, 
which has a profound influence upon Eco- 
nomic affairs. 


THIRD WEEK 
August 10th to August 17th 


Sun—Now we come to the major (astro- 
logical) event of the month—the anular 
Eclipse of the Sun, 3:45 am. E. S. T., 
August 10th. 

he interpretation of this Eclipse cannot 
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be complete or specific without reference 
to the particular localities, which for var- 
ious reasons. may be directly affected 
thereby, but generally speaking, since this 
Eclipse takes place close to an opposition 
to Saturn, it‘may be expected to throw a 
terrific emphasis upon the Saturnine in- 
fluence which, regardless of the form, place 
of plane of manifestation may be expected 
to manifest as a most tragic influence and 
will probably coincide with an acute de- 
pression and loss or denial—a contact with 
stern necessity—in that department of the 
individual or National Life where it may 
happen to fail. This will, no doubt, mark 
a crisis—a turning point—in the Economic 
World and the Business Barometer will 
probably touch bottom during this week. 

The weather may be uncommonly cold 
for this time of year, otherwise heavy rains 
and violent storms may result in great loss 
of life and heavy property damage. 

Mars—Mars squares Jupiter this week 
and ‘this may be expected to have some 
rather violent repercussions in that depart- 
ment which governs Social Organization— 
the public as an organized unit—and the 
Personnel of the Ruling Classes. This as- 
pect may, therefore, be accepted as a sym- 
bol of Rebellion and a threat of danger— 
personal injury—to those in positions of 
power and authority. 

Venus—“Old Mother Hubbard went to 
the cupboard—” you know the rest. That 
is one version, another simile may be found 
in Cinderella hurrying back from the party 
and getting into her sack cloth and ashes 
before the rest of the family returns and 
discovers she was also at the ball. Now 
we can all join in and sing that delightful 
old ballad so appropriate to the occasion, 
“After the Ball is Over.” 

The conjunction of Venus and Pluto this 
week is also suggestive of that most famous 
of all the crimes of history—or should we 
say mythology—when the God of Death, 
darkness and destruction kidnapped the 
beautiful daughter of the Earth and held her 
prisoner in his dark domain. This does not 
look so favorable for the Lady of Love, 
beauty and social life. When Venus tran- 
sits the longitude of Pluto along about 
August 13th she had better watch her step 
and keep her eyes open. She is likely to 
trip over something and injure her—repu- 
tation at least. 
(opposite sexes) meet and live to regret it. 

Specifically with regard to governmental 
affairs (the world over), it is probable that 
the pacifism of Venus may be obliged to 
give way to the stern autocracy of Pluto, 
hence very decided changes of policy are 
likely. 

Mercury—Under the influence of Mer- 
cury square Uranus people become unrea- 
sonable, perverse, erratic, unreliable, 
brusque, outspoken and tactless. It is a

symbol of unpopular movements, unsuc- 
cessful journeys, bitter enmity, verbal 
battles, slanderous and libelous attacks. 

Sensational news items provide lurid 
headlines and for those who like excite- 
ment this aspect should leave little to be 
desired. 

Incriminating and inflammatory messages 
and such as incite to rebellion or retaliation 
(war) are exchanged. It behooves everyone 
to guard his speech and writings with un- 
usual caution at this time. Beware of im- 
pulsive expressions and ill-considered 
journeys. 

This is an aspect that is likely to bring 
to the fore ONE of strange convictions 
and radical tendencies, who believes him- 
self to be a “chosen” messenger or 
spokesman and who succeeds in stirring 
up great trouble and dissension. 

This aspect is likely to be in effect also 
throughout the preceding week (August 
2nd to August 10th). Since the aspect is 
complete August 10th and will probably be 
most effective while approaching. 


FOURTH WEEK 
August 17th to August 24th 


Sun—This is likely to constitute more or 
less a continuation of the conditions obtain- 
ing during the preceding week with, how- 
ever, much less intensity. The Sun op- 
poses Saturn, August 18th, but the peak of 
this influence is likely to be somewhat in 
advance of this date and may be expected 
at the time when the Sun parallels Saturn, 
~~ 14th. 

ars—Mars conjunction Pluto threatens 
the safety and security of governing bodies 
and public leaders. Those in power and 
authority meet with violent and vindictive 
opposition. This aspect may strike with de- 
structive effects at the foundations of struc- 
tures—organizations or individual achieve- 
ment. Wild and stormy scas of Emotion 
may engulf many a sturdy craft and many 
ships (of state or otherwise) are likely to 
go on the rocks. The mass mind runs to 
crime and lawlessness. Crowds gather in 
an ugly mood. Under the influence of mob 
psychology, those opposed to organized 
society or the ruling classes may perpetrate 
outrages of peculiarly vicious nature— 
breifly an aspect of social malcontent and 
rebellion. Weather stormy. 

Venus—This looks like a case of Love or 
money. They won’t mix, yet there is a per- 
sistent tendency to add them up in the same 
column. Perhaps we should say friend- 
ship rather than love in any case. Business 
affairs and social interests seem to be 
working at cross purposes and the only 
solution is to keep them separate if pos- 
sible. Venus and Uranus in square aspect 
are just two perfectly good planets that 
for the time being at least, will not work in 
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double harness—they won’t pull together, 
each severaily considered may be quite de- 
sirable, but put them together and we get 
a mixture that closely approximates the de- 
structive qualities of T. N. T. This would 
seem to symbolize a necessity for making a 
choice—a difficult decision. Social Workers 
and those engaged in club activities of var- 
ious kinds are likely to feel this influence 
directly and may for the time have suffi- 
cient cause to frequently ask themselves 


the question in all seriousness, “Are we - 


civilized ?” 

Insofar as National and International af- 
fairs are concerned, the International Debt 
problem and questions of International 
trade currency, etc., are likely to come to 
the fore and it is quite probable that out 
of this there might come a decision to hold 
some sort of Economic Conference—an- 
other one of those things—and with the 
planets marching along one after the other 
(like Brown’s cows) past an opposition to 
Saturn throughout the major portion of 
the Summer there is little likelihood that 
any mutually satisfactory agreement could 
come out of such a conference. Not that 
such is impossible, but we can say that it 
is highly improbable—Human nature being 
what it is. No doubt this is where the 
world literally “goes onaspree,” and in the 
social life of Humanity we are likely to 
witness some mighty wild parties that 
threaten to culminate in some equally vio- 
lent headaches. When Venus opposes Saturn 
early in September people in their social 
activities and emotional reactions will be 
inclined to be more than ordinarily erratic, 
unconventional and undisciplined, which 
may lead to the formation of many strange 
friendships or alliances that promise little 


peace or contentment or security to those | 


involved (they may be happy enough while 
they last), and likewise the same influence 
may result in the equally sudden unpredict- 
able collapse of friendships and rupture of 
relationships for equally illogical and extra- 
ordinary reasons. 

In their business relations people will 
be dominated by sentiment and emotion 
with corisequent loss. Business agreements 
between friends are not likely to be lasting 
and business offers are likely to be made 
or accepted on mere whim or fancy—on 
impulse—which is also, as a rule, disas- 
trous. 

Mercury—This is where Jupiter gets a 
break. Mercury sextile Jupiter is not an 
aspect of great power, but it does tend to 
harmonize conflicts and promote a more 
peaceful, quiet state of affairs. It promises 
success to those engaged in intellectual ac- 
tivities, or such as travel and those con- 
nected with investment or entertainment 
enterprises. It releases inspirational forces, 
stimulates the imagination in a constructive 
manner and should be of much assistance 


to those engaged in creative mental work— 
writers, speakers, teachers, publishers, etc. 

Publicly this will, no doubt, promote 
progress in educational matters, science 
and in connection with Transportation. 
The most important fact however, in con- 
nection with this aspect, is that we find 
Jupiter in a position to harmonize to a 
considerable extent the opposition of Mer- 
cury to Saturn, which follows in just three 
days (August 22). Ordinarily, Mercury op- 
position Saturn marks a sharp reversal in 
business conditions and usually coincides 
with a decided break in the Market. How- 
ever the position of Jupiter closely ap- 
proaching a trine to Saturn (exact Sept. 8) 
may modify this conflict (between Mercury 
and Saturn) to a very considerable extent. 
The net result may be a slowing down of 
progressive forces without, however, neces- 
sarily reversing the movement—rather a 
sort of consolidation of position. 

The fact that, during this week, Mer- 
cury first sextiles Jupiter, indicates an 
agreement on matters that might otherwise 
develop into serious conflicts under-the op- 
position of Mercury to Saturn, that follows. 
An opposition to Saturn usually indicates a 
dead locked condition, but in this instance 
if proper advantage is taken of the har- 
monious aspect to Jupiter (Aug. 19), Saturn 
may merely bring a final and satisfactory 
settlement of the matter. 


FIFTH WEEK 
August 24th to August 3ist 


Sun—The parallel of the Sun and Uranus, 
August 23rd, is likely to bring a sudden 
change for the better in general affairs, an 
unexpected development of a fortunate na- 
ture, which starts a chain of causation that 
brings into manifestation the Sun-Uranus 
trine of August 25th and permits the ful- 
fillment of the promise of “Better Days.” 

For a general analysis of a harmonious 
aspect between the Sun and Uranus the 
Reader is referred to page 28 of the June 
1934 issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY. 

Specifically, at this time, the Uranian 
urge to progress is likely to be felt, gen- 
erally in that department which governs

Transportation and communication and in 
a more individual sense promotes construc- 
tive contacts between strangers and favors 
those in Public Life, also those connected 
with Publishing, Advertising, Religion or 
Science. Briefly an aspect of revelation, 
understanding and social development. By 


‘this configuration distantly related or 


totally unrelated units brought into close 
contact and important re-adjustments are 
made that open new avenues for progress. 
Uranus in this department is distinctly “A 
Trail Blazer” or explorer, whether such ex- 
plorations be physical, mental or spiritual. 
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The progressive tendencies of this period 
are likely to come to a focus in the Solar 
conjunction with Mercury August 3lst, and 
“A great change” (for the better) is likely 
to mark this last week of August. When 
Mercury conjunctions the Sun, the Solar- 
Power finds .utterance—freedom for move- 
ment or change.—“The Spirit of the Lord 
moves upon the face of the waters”’—we 
hear “A Voice of Power”. It is not neces- 
sary to discuss in detail an aspect that is 
already fully dealt with in past issues of 
AMERICAN AsTROLOGY—The reader is re- 
ferred to our mention -of the last Sun- 
Mercury conjunction on page 27 of the 
July, 1934, issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY. 

Mars—An approaching square of Mars 
to Uranus (August 3lst) may, during this 
week, have quite a disruptive effect upon 
general business and financial matters. This 
aspect will incline to recklessness and un- 
controlled speculation—a gambling fever— 
which may have quite a disastrous result 
eventually. It is also unfavorable to and a 
decidedly dangerous influence for those 
connected with entertainment enterprises 
or such as may be on pleasure bent. It 
inclines to extraordinary accidents in con- 
nection with sports and strange crimes 
against children and young people in gen- 
eral. The emotional reactions of the aver- 
age person are likely to be relatively ex- 
treme and difficult to control. Inordinate 
ambition may lead to grave excesses and 
abuse of power. Business conditions er- 
ratic, much disturbed. Financial affairs un- 
settled, pronounced tendency to radical 
and dangerous departures from convention- 
al, conservative and traditional policies or 
methods.

Venus—Does not complete any aspects 
of importance this week, but the next 
aspect (Sept. 4th) is a sextile to Jupiter. 
So on the whole this should be a fairly 
mild and harmonious social period. The 
fact that Venus also opposes Saturn dur- 
ing the first week of September (Sept. 5th) 
will, no doubt, tone down the high lights 


and check any tendencies there may be to 
undue hilarity. 

Mercury—Mercury trine Uranus is indi- 
cative of new developments in connection 
with land, farming, real estate and the 
Building trades and since Uranus receives 
this ray in the natural twelfth House of 
Mercury, this is likely to involve some 
question of Public Welfare and may bring 
a movement for the improvement of the 
living conditions of people, possibly a new 
construction program or something of that 
nature. 

Politically, this may coincide with much 
(verbal) opposition to the Party in Power 
and under the influence of Mercury con- 
junction Sun a powerful movement in op- 
position to the government may be 
launched. It may be added that this inter- 
pretation is quite general in application and 
does not necessarily refer to our specific 
locality. 

With reference to the conjunction of 
Mercury and the Sun this week, for a more 
complete interpretation of this aspect the 
reader is referred to past issues of 
AMERICAN AsTROLOGY. Full information 
on this point will be found on page 
27 of the July, 1934 issue of AMERICAN 
AstroLocy. This conjunction of Aug- 
ust (26) in 2/33 Virgo, is the fourth of six 
of such conjunctions, during a year (1934). 
The next will occur Nov. 3rd, 1/22 Scorpic 
and the last on December 3lst, 9/08 Capri- 
corn. 

Mercury conjunction Neptune, August 
31st, will tend to strengthen all Democratic 
movements, which are opposed to Autoc- 
racy or oppression in any form. There may 
be considerable excitement and flustration 
of Political opinion stimulated by sensa- 
tional disclosures regarding governing 
bodies and Public criticism of the Activi- 
ties of those in power. Looks like a po- 
litical campaign with the challenger getting 
all the breaks. 

Mining stocks, the Commodity Markets, 
Oils, Chemicals and Aviation Stocks should 
benefit much from these configurations. 

The weather will be changeable probably 
quite rainy.

GENERAL 


Strikes, Labor Riots and threatened col- 
lapse of the Recovery Program will prob- 
ably bring about a temporary but wide- 
spread paralysis of Industry this month, 
hence the Business graph of the Nation and
